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THE WESTGATE HOTEL

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Terms And Conditions of Sale 


This is a public auction and mail bid sale conducted in the State of California by auctioneers licensed and bonded by the State of California 
on behalf of Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. The auction is selling numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American Rare Coin Auc- 
tions, Inc. 


All lots shall be sold to the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. If any dispute arises during or immediately after the sale of a 
lot, the auctioneer shall have the right to recall the lot and put it up for sale again. In all cases, the auctioneer’s decision shall be absolute 
and final. For the bidder’s protection, NO “UNLIMITED” or “BUY” BIDS WILL BE ACCEPTED. 


A 10% buyer’s charge will be added to the “hammer price” of each lot as determined by the auctioneer. This 10% buyer’s fee will be added 
to the invoice of each successful bidder regardless of a bidder's affiliation with any group or organization. Sales tax, if applicable, and any 
other tax will be added to the total amount of each invoice including the buyer’s charge. 


Auction sales are strictly for cash and lots must be paid for promptly in U.S. funds. Credit cards such as Visa, Master Charge, MasterCard, 
American Express, and others may not be used for payment. Bids cannot be accepted from those under 18 years of age without a parent’s 
written consent guaranteeing prompt payment. 


Floor bidders who previously have not established credit with Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. must furnish satisfactory credit references 
as determined by Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. or deposit 25% of their total bids for that session before such bids can be accepted. 
Deposits submitted will be applied to purchases and any unused portion of such deposit will be promptly refunded after that session. At the 
option of the seller, credit may be extended to any purchaser, and periodic charges may be imposed on any unpaid balance as may be stated 
on the invoice or statement for numismatic properties purchased. 


Bids must be for an entire lot. On all successful bids, a bidder agrees to pay a 10% buyer’s fee in addition to the sum actually bid (hammer 
price) plus all mail and shipping charges plus all applicable taxes, including sales tax. No lots will be broken up. Lots will be sold in their 
numbered sequence unless the auctioneer directs otherwise. Subject to the advance written consent of Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, 
Inc., all persons including the consignor or his agent may bid on any lot. 


All items offered in this catalogue are guaranteed to be genuine and correctly attributed. Claims to the contrary must be made to Mid-American 
Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. within seven (7) days after receipt of the material. No lot may be returned without the prior written consent of Mid- 
American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. for any reason whatsoever. Grading is a subjective description in the opinion of the cataloguer as to the 
state of preservation of a particular coin or lot. The term “proof” or “specimen” is used to describe a method of manufacture, and not a 
grade or condition. Such terms are the opinion of the cataloguer and shall be deemed to be part of the description and not an attribution. 
No warranty, whether expressed or implied, is made with respect to such adjectival descriptions, which can and do vary among experts. 


This is not an approval sale. Bidders shall promptly pay for all lots on which they are the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. 
In the event of non-payment by the buyer determined by the auctioneer, Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. expressly reserves the right 
to refuse to deliver the lots, and in addition, any and all rights that it would be entitled to under the Uniform Commercial Code. Mid-American 
Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. also retains the right to offset any accounts due, whether now or in the future, against funds, numismatic items 
or collateral in their possession. Floor bidders are encouraged to carefully examine all lots on which they are interested in bidding since NO 
LOTS PURCHASED BY FLOOR BUYERS MAY BE RETURNED, including those lots where the floor buyer is acting as agent for another, 
or those lots sold to mail bidders who have examined the lot. 


Mail bidders are requested to make their bids in whole dollar amounts only. Those not rounded will be rounded down to the nearest dollar. 
A mail bid will take precedence over an identical floor bid unless the Auctioneer directs otherwise. As your agent, Mid-American Rare Coin 
Auctions, Inc. will execute your mail bid. No commission is charged for this service. In all cases, the successful mail bidder will be awarded 
the lot at a nominal advance over the next highest mail or floor bid. The 10% buyer’s charge, postage, insurance, sales tax and any other 
tax required by law to be collected will be added to the invoice of any lots that are shipped to successful mail and floor bidders. In addition 
to these terms of sale, all bidders agree to be bound by the terms and conditions on any invoice rendered to a bidder or bidder’s agent.

17. The auctioneer reserves the right to postpone or delay the sale by auction for a reasonable period of time as the result of any act of war 
natural calamity, or significant relevant event which, in the sole judgment of the auctioneer, reasonably exercised, make it inadvisable to hold 
the auction as scheduled, without recourse from any bidder or prospective bidder, or the amount actually paid, whichever is less.

A Word (or Two) of Explanation 


Grading—We use a modified version of the Sheldon Grading system (see PENNY WHIMSY). No adjectives are applied to coins which grade less 
than Uncirculated (Mint State). No adjectives are applied to coins which grade MS-60/60, 60/63, or 63/60. “Choice” refers to coins which grade 
MS-63/63, 63/65 or 65/63 only. “Gem” refers to coins which grade MS-65/65, 65/67, or 67/65 only. “Superb” relates to coins which grade MS-67/67 
or better. The same designations are used when referring to Proof coins. 


K-1 through K-12 are designations for the twelve positions of the clock (i.e. K-3 represents the position at 3 o’clock). These are known as Kolit 
positions and are used widely by error collectors.

UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 


1776 Continental Currency Dollar. Very Fine (30/30). 
Newman 1-C, the ““CURENCY”’ variety, in pewter. Very well 
struck and well centered, with no defects except for two spots 
on the obverse and some slight tin-pesting on the reverse above 
the ME of AMERICA. One of the most popular of all Colonial 
coins, as this represents the first Dollar struck in the United States. 


1652 Massachusetts Shilling. Noe 10, on a large planchet. 
Apparently bent and straightened at one time; probably one of 
the so-called “witch pieces.” The damage is visible by the CHU 
of MASSACHUSETTS and the corresponding area on the reverse 
(which includes the ENGLA of ENGLAND). The N in ENGLAND 
is reversed, as made. 

Noe relates that “it was the superstitious belief of the time (1692) that wearing 
a bent coin afforded protection against the power of ‘witches.’ Some show dents 
which imply that teeth must have been the means of bending them initially.” 


1787 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (30/30). Ryder-4c, with 
the arrows in the eagle’s left talon. Chocolate brown with lovely 
surfaces and a minimum of circulation marks. Very well preserv- 
ed, and a popular type with collectors of Colonial coins. 


1778 Rhode Island Ship Medal. Very Fine (35/35). “‘Wreath 
below the ship”’ variety, on a copper planchet. With dark fields

on 
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and lighter highlights. Completely free of marks or planchet 
problems. 


1778 Rhode Island Ship Medal. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
‘Without wreath below the ship” variety, on a copper plan- 
chet. Very well preserved, and one of the nicest specimens we 
have had the pleasure of handling. 


1795 Talbot, Allum and Lee Token. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). The surfaces are a glossy brown with much mint red 
still in evidence about the devices and lettering. There is one 
minor stain on the bundle of cotton to the left of Liberty and 
a rim irregularity in the planchet (as made) at K-7. 

This very popular merchant token was struck in England for the New York firm 
of Talbot, Allum and Lee. Actually, one of many tokens in the “Conder Token” 
series, but collected as part of the American Colonial series because of the loca- 
tion of Talbot, Allum and Lee in New York. This piece is also closely tied to the 
United States regular coinage series in that large quantities of these tokens were 
purchased and later used as planchets for some varieties of U.S. Half Cents and 
(in extremely rare instances) U.S. Large Cents. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Very Fine(20/20). Ryder 6, Bressett 
4-D. On a very nice planchet, but with a rim defect at K-2 (as 
made), and an insignificant planchet clip at K-9. Struck off-center 
so that only the very tops of the 1 and the 7 of the date are 
visible. Easily attributed by the recut U in PUBLICA and the die 
breaks under QUARTA on the reverse. Vermont Coppers general- 
ly come on dark, coarse, and grossly defective planchets. This 
example is a happy exception. 


1773 Virginia Halfpenny. Uncirculated (60/60). ‘‘Period 
after GEORGIUS.”’ This example is actually a fully mint red 
Choice to Gem specimen, however, there is an area of dark 
discoloration on the bottom of the obverse and the correspon- 
ding top of the reverse. Nevertheless, much redder than usually 
seen (note the following lot). 


1773 Virginia Halfpenny. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
‘Period after GEORGIUS.”’ Worthy of a higher grade, however, 
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A collection of coins often represents a considerable invest- 
ment of time and money. Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, 


the high points have toned to a glossy brown. There is a good 
30% mint red still in evidence on the obverse and even more 
(approximately 50%) on the reverse. 


1783 Washington Piece. Very Fine (35/35). Baker 1, the 
“Unity States” variety. This specimen exhibits the usual plan- 
chet striations (as made). These pieces have been determined 
to have been struck after 1800 and most (if not all) were struck 
on defective planchets to simulate wear and encourage their ac- 
ceptance in circulation. Very desirable as one of the more popular 
pieces in the Baker series. 


1783 Washington Piece. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Baker 
3, the “Draped Bust”’ restrike with engrailed edge. Full Proof 
surfaces on both the obverse and reverse. Approximately 70% 
mint red is still in evidence and this is an extremely lovely and 
high grade example of this variety. 


1791 Washington Piece. Fine (15/15). Baker 15, the ‘“‘Cent 
with Large Eagle Reverse.’’ The excellent detail on 
Washington’s hair and the eagle’s tail is indicative of a higher 
grade, however, the planchet is dark and lightly and uniformly 
porous. 

This is a member of the “Conder Token” series which is collected as a 
Washington Colonial piece. The edge lettering reads “UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA”. 


1791 Washington Piece. Choice Uncirculated (63/65). 
Another Baker 15, the ‘‘Cent with Large Eagle Reverse.” 
The surfaces are Prooflike and retain much of their original mint 
red color. Much nicer than those usually seen of this issue. 


1791 Washington Piece. Extremely Fine (40/40). Baker 16, 
the “Cent with Small Eagle Reverse.”’ The obverse of this piece 
is struck from the same dies as that used on the “Large Eagle 
Reverse,’ whereas the reverse shows a much smaller and better 
detailed eagle and design. 

The Baker 15 and 16 pieces are often thought to be the precursors of the 
American Cents. They were offered as examples of coinage techniques and abilities 
with the express purpose of inducing the United States Government to enter into 
an agreement for a contract coinage.

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UNITED STATES HALF CENTS 
LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793 - 1797) 


1793 Very Good (7/7). Cohen 4, Rarity 3. A lovely represen- 
tative example of the type despite its low grade. The planchet 
is a chocolate brown with some light porosity and three insignifi- 
cant parallel scratches across Liberty's hair. The reverse is almost 
completely readable except for parts of AMERICA. Popular as 
one of the very first coins struck at the U.S. Mint. 


1793 Fine (15/15). Cohen 2, Rarity 3. The color is a lovely 
tan, with chocolate highlights about the devices and lettering. 
The planchet is lightly and uniformly porous on the obverse, a 
little less so on the reverse. Overall, the appearance of this piece 
is very attractive. This represents a lovely even grade and is very 
collectible as such. 


1794 Very Fine (30/30). Cohen la, Rarity 3. This variety is 
typically weakly struck at the date, but in this case, the date is 
fully visible and the hair detail is excellent and well struck up. 
The reverse is a trifle weakly struck at AM of AMERICA and a 
stain is visible at TED of UNITED. The color is a glossy steel 
brown and the centering is excellent. There are no defects which 
would be considered inconsistent with the grade. 


1795 Fine (15/15). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. This is the variety with 
the 1 of the date made from an I punch. Several minor cuts are 
evident on the obverse, particularly about the date area. The 
reverse has survived much more admirably. The centering is good 
and the color is a chocolate brown with lighter highlights. 


1795 Good (4/4). Cohen 2a, Rarity 3. A typical example of 
the grade, with a minor rim bruise at K-9 and no other circula- 
tion defects. The head of Liberty is well outlined on the obverse 
and all the legends are visible on the reverse (except for HALF 
CENT, which is typically weak on this variety). This is the so- 
called “Punctuated date, lettered edge” variety, on a planchet 
of the original 104 grain standard. 

The weight of the half Cent was reduced early in 1795 to 84 grains. However, 
this order was not implemented until December, 1795, after the Cohen 1 and 2a 
varieties had already been struck on 104 grain planchets. Therefore, 1795 Half 
Cents are found with “thick” and “thin” planchets, with lettered and plain edges! 


1795 Good (6/6). Cohen 5b, Rarity 4. This variety is typically 
weakly struck at the date, and in this case, the date is not visible 
at all. The variety is easily and definitely attributable by the 
thickness of the planchet and the die crack which spans the 
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reverse from the first T of STATES to the R of AMERICA (render- 
ing HALF CENT all but invisible). The planchet is thick and 
weighs considerably more than the 84 grain standard (which ap- 
plies to this variety), and was most likely derived from spoilage 
created by the planchet making process for the Large Cents, 
although the undertype is not visible on this piece. The color 
is a steel-brown and the surfaces exhibit a myriad of tiny marks. 
A rim bruise is evident at K-3 on the reverse. Otherwise, this 
is a very nice example of this scarce and popular variety. 


1797 Very Good (8/8). Cohen 1, Rarity 2, the ‘1 over 1” 
variety. This is a late state of the dies as indicated by the heavy 
and massive die-breaking and sinking before Liberty’s face and 
throat, and by the die crack running from the rim above the B 
in LIBERTY to Liberty’s hair. The reverse is fully readable ex- 
cept for the CA of AMERICA and the last O of the fraction. The 
rim about the reverse has several tiny cuts. 


1797 Very Fine (30/30). Another Cohen 1. A late state with 
the typical planchet weakness at the upper right obverse and cor- 
responding part of the reverse. The die breaks and swelling are 
visible before the face. Well centered and struck for this state 
of the dies and on a lovely, glossy chocolate planchet. 


1797 Extremely Fine (40/40). A third Cohen 1. This exam- 
ple is a slightly earlier state in that the obverse die sinking and 
swelling is not as noticeable, although the die breaks have begun 
to appear. The color is a lovely, glossy chocolate-brown, and there 
are no defects worth mentioning. Early U.S. copper coins with 
surfaces and color as nice as those found on this example are 
very difficult to locate and have long been appreciated by 
knowledgeable collectors. 


1797 Extremely Fine (40/40). A fourth Cohen 1. An early 
state which exhibits none of the die breaks and die swelling before 
the face of Liberty; neither is the die break evident through the 
B of LIBERTY. The hair detail is excellent and the strike is strong. 
The color is a steel brown and the only defects worth mention- 
ing are an obverse stain at K-2 to K-3, and a rim bruise at above 
UN of UNITED. There is a bend to the planchet at the E of 
AMERICA which is virtually unnoticeable. 


1797 Very Good (8/8). Cohen 3a, Rarity 3, the so-called “Low 
Head” variety with a plain edge. The planchets for these dies 
come with a plain, lettered, or gripped edge, and the rarity in- 
creases respectively. This is the third rarest of the five varieties 
of 1797. This particular example is on a dark planchet with lighter 
highlights. The reverse is lighter in color and more attractive than 
the obverse. Reasonably well struck for this variety, which is 
typically found in low grade. 


1797 Very Good (10/10). Another Cohen 3a. This example 
is on a lovely brown planchet with no defects whatsoever. The 
appearance of this piece is far more attractive than most of the 
known examples of this variety. 
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DRAPED BUST TYPE (1800-1808) 


1802 Very Good (7/7). Cohen 2, Rarity 3. The color is a lovely 
tan, unlike most of the other 1802’s usually encountered. The 
planchet is smooth and glossy and unhampered by the usual 
damage and porosity. A very attractive example of this often hard 
to acquire date and variety. 

For some reason, the Mint was unable to obtain planchets from England for the 
1802 Half Cent coinage and had to use blanks made from spoiled Large Cents. 
On some examples of this variety, the undertype of the Large Cent is visible (i.e. 
the specimen in our “Bluegrass Collection” sale, Lot 58, where the wreath detail 


.of the Large Cent was visible in the left obverse field), 


1802 Very Good (8/8). Another Cohen-2. A nice example of 
this variety on an excellent, porosity-free planchet. There is some 
minor rim damage at K-8 on the obverse, and some contact marks 
are visible by the ST of STATES on the reverse. A reasonably 
early state of the dies with Half Cent strong, but not full. Much 
nicer than usually found for this variety. 


1804 Very Fine (35/35). Cohen 5, Rarity 4, the first of several 
‘Spiked Chin”’ varieties, this with the “equi-distant numerator” 
on the reverse. This is a late state in high condition. The Condi- 
tion Census (as listed by Cohen) goes down to an Extremely Fine 
coin. The color is brown, with steel highlights and the overall 
appearance of this piece is excellent. Collectors will note that 
this variety is very difficult to locate above Fine condition. 


1804 Extremely Fine (40/40). Another Cohen 5. This is an 
extremely nice example of this piece, possibly breaking into the 
Condition Census. One small mark is present on Liberty's cheek. 
On the reverse, there are no defects worth mentioning except 
an insignificant rim bruise at K-12. The die cracks and die swell- 
ing characteristic of late states of this die are visible on the reverse 
and the overall appearance of this piece is wonderful. 


1804 Very Fine (20/20). Cohen 6, Rarity 2, another of the 
‘Spiked Chin”’ varieties. State 6. A lovely representative exam- 
ple of the grade. The surfaces are brown with steel highlights. 

This variety is very popular with collectors, as there are ten major states of the 
reverse die in which the rim cuds eventually surround most of the reverse. It has 
been reported that as many as 30 to 35 different and recognizable intermediate 
die states are known. 


1804 Very Fine (25/25). Cohen 8, Rarity 1. the last of the 
“Spiked chin’’ varieties. Possibly cleaned long ago, but now 
retoned to a lovely brown color with lighter highlights. This is 
a very early state of this combination with the ridge connecting 
the R in AMERICA to the rim appearing very faint. 


1804 Extremely Fine (45/45). Another Cohen 8. The surfaces 
are a glossy brown and totally consistent with the grade. There 
are no circulation defects worth noting and this is a lovely exam- 
ple of the variety and grade. 


1804 Very Fine (25/25). Cohen 11, Rarity 3, the well known 
“Plain 4, with stems” variety. The Condition Census for this 
variety (as listed by Cohen) goes all the way down to an Extra 
Fine example. Although the present specimen is not of that 
calibre, it is still very difficult to obtain in this nice a condition. 
The strike is excellent, with some denticles visible about the 
obverse rim and most of the reverse rim. In fact, the reverse of 
this piece is very similar in quality to that plated in Cohen’s Se- 
cond Edition. The surfaces are brown with olive highlights. 
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1804 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 12, Rarity 2, the 
“‘Crosslet 4, stemless’’ variety. Cohen notes that this coin is 
only scarce in Uncirculated condition. The present piece is ex- 
tremely well struck with all hair detail visible. The surfaces are 
a glossy chocolate brown in color with hints of subdued mint 
luster still evident. 

From the William Doyle Galleries sale of the Loye Lauder Collection 12/1983:257 
where it was described as follows: “Dark chocolate color, mint state—60.” It realized 
$660. in that sale. 


1805 About Uncirculated (55/55). Cohen 1, Rarity 1, the 
‘Small 5, Stemless”’ variety. The obverse is lightly struck as 
usual for this variety and the surfaces are lustrous and unbroken. 
The reverse is very close to being Uncirculated, with only the 
very lightest friction evident on the high points of the leaves. The 
obverse exhibits an attractive wood-grained brown color; the 
reverse is a two-tone tan and chocolate. The overall appearance 
of this piece is superb, making it worthy of inclusion in a top- 
notch variety or type set. 


1805 Good (4/4). Cohen 2, Rarity 6, one of the ‘‘Small 5, 
Stems”’ varieties. One of the toughest varieties in the entire 
Cohen series and usually one of the last varieties acquired by 
most collectors. The present example is very dark and porous, 
with green verdigris adhering to the surfaces and most of the 
devices of the coin. The appearance resembles that of ancient 
coins which have been buried for many years. Actually, this is 
a very acceptable example of the variety, with all the obverse 
legends and devices visible and strong. The reverse legends are 
completely visible except for HALF CENT (which is nonexistent). 
This is the rarer of the two popular “Small 5, with Stems” varieties: 
the more common variety being recognized by the large die swel- 
ling that occurs in front of the face (compare with the next lot).

1805 Very Good (10/10). Cohen 3, Rarity 5, the other ‘Small 
5, Stems”’ variety. Despite it’s low grade, this example is vastly 
superior to most other specimens of this variety. The surfaces 
are smooth and glossy brown. The only defects worth mention- 
ing are a tiny depression behind the bow and a tiny pin-prick 
hole before Liberty’s mouth. HA of HALF and CE of CENT are 
weak (as is typical of this variety), but the fact that this piece is 
nonporous and in excellent shape speaks highly for it. 


1805 About Uncirculated (55/55). Cohen 4. Rarity 2, the 
“Large 5, Stems” variety. The fields are clean and free of marks. 
The hair detail on the obverse and the wreath detail on the reverse 
are excellent. The color is a golden tan with darker highlights, 
and the overall appearance of this coin is very appealing. 


1806 About Uncirculated (55/55). Cohen 1, Rarity 1, the 
‘Small 6, Stemless”’ variety. The obverse is a blend of autumn 
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colors, with many reds and browns; the reverse is similar in ap- 
pearance, but has some light green verdigris about the CE of 
CENT and the bow of the wreath. There is much subdued mint 
luster in evidence and we have seen pieces similar to this graded 
as high as Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 


1806 Good (5/5). Cohen 2, Rarity 4, the popular ‘‘Small 6, 
Stems” variety. A trifle weakly struck on the obverse, particularly 
about the upper left rim. This is simply a nice collectible exam- 
ple of this popular variety. 


1806 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 4, Rarity 1. This 
piece exhibits a typical weak strike at the point of the bust and 
on the corresponding portion of the reverse (which includes the 
top of the wreath). Approximately 70% mint red is still in 
evidence, the balance having toned to a lovely tan. 

Apparently, a hoard of these pieces was found at some time in the past, as there 
are quite a few Mint State 1806 Cohen 4 Half Cents in existence; most exhibit 
the same type of color, luster, and appearance. We can be thankful that Mint State 
examples exist at all. Were it not for the small hoards of coins which have been 
discovered in the past, Uncirculated Half Cents of the Draped Bust type would 
be all but impossible to locate. 


1807 Extremely Fine (40/40). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. This is an 
early state of the dies, with virtually full denticulation on the 
obverse. On later states of this variety, the denticles fade and 
become nonexistent. The color is brown, with a reddish stain 
to the left of Liberty’s head on the obverse and a tiny planchet 
defect (probably as made) above the B of LIBERTY. The reverse 
surface is in better condition but exhibits a typically weak strike. 
Very popular as the only variety of the year. 


1807 Uncirculated (60/60). Another Cohen 1. This is a love- 
ly golden-brown Mint State example of this variety. The Condi- 
tion Census includes seven Uncirculated specimens, of which this 
one may have been included. The die state of the obverse ap- 
pears to be somewhat intermediate to late, as the only denticles 
visible are from K-3 to K-6. The reverse is well struck for the 
variety, and the color and luster are totally attractive and original. 


1808 Very Fine (20/25). Cohen 2, Rarity 3, the popular “8 
over 7”’ variety. The overall appearance of this piece is excellent. 
It is not porous or damaged (as are most known specimens of 
this variety) and the hair detail is consistent with the grade. 
Although not the quality of the $6000+1808 over 7 Half Cent 
in our “Bluegrass Sale,” this is certainly worth more than the 
GUIDEBOOK valuation of $375. 


1808 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 3, Rarity 1. The surfaces 
are glossy, with a lovely chocolate brown color and lighter 
highlights. There is a planchet flaw (as made) at the E of LIBER- 
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TY. The overall appearance of this piece indicates a late state 
of the dies, with a mushy strike and weak detail. Still, a very wor- 
thy example of the grade and type. 


CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1809-1836) 


1809 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 3, Rarity 1. This 
example is one of the finest specimens of this variety that the 
cataloguer has ever had the pleasure of viewing. The surfaces 
are totally original, with unbroken luster and with beautiful glossy 
brown surfaces. The original mint red has toned to a lovely tan, 
but there is much mint luster still in evidence over the surfaces 
of the coin. The strike is reasonably good, with all hair and wreath 
detail visible and with no wear on the high points. Very attrac- 
tive and possibly Condition Census for the variety. 


1809 About Uncirculated (50/50). Cohen 5, Rarity 1, the 
popular so-called ‘‘Overdate’’ variety. The surfaces are relatively 
clean and consistent with the grade; the color is tan, with olive 
highlights. The reverse presents more of an olive color than that 
of the obverse. 

Cohen notes in his Second Edition that the 9 has definitely been punched over 
another figure. However, to this date, no one has determined what that figure is. 
It may be a 6, it may be an inverted 6, or it may simply be a die break. 


1809 About Uncirculated (55/55). Cohen 6, Rarity 1. An 
early state of the dies, with full denticulation about the obverse 
and reverse. Later states of this die show no denticulation what- 
soever and are typically weakly struck. The present example is 
well struck save for the first five stars. The surfaces exhibit a lovely 
lustrous appearance with undertones of mint luster still evident. 
Only the high points show traces of the lightest friction. 


1810 Very Fine (35/35). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. This is the only 
variety for the year. Chocolate brown, with some lighter highlights 
on the reverse. The surfaces are completely consistent with the 
grade and there are no defects worth mentioning. Very popular 
and rather difficult to obtain in the higher grades. 


1826 About Uncirculated (55/55). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. With 
the criss-cross die scratches evident to the right of the date. The 
surfaces exhibit an original unbroken luster with hints of mint 
red undertones. Kept from the Uncirculated category by the 
presence of a minimal amount of wear on the high points of the 
hair and wreath. 

The criss-cross die scratches have been explained as being remnants of an at- 
tempt to remove an errant figure and/or star from the die 


1828 Very Fine (20/20). Cohen 1, Rarity 3. Chocolate brown, 
with no defects except for a tiny mark on Liberty’s throat. 


1828 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 3, Rarity 1. Virtually full 
mint red, with darker highlights. The reverse is somewhat mottl- 
ed with some greyish areas of discoloration. 

Cohen notes that this variety is common in all conditions including red Uncir- 
culated. Apparently a hoard of approximately one thousand specimens was found 
during the 1890's and sold to the Washington, D.C. collector/dealer Benjamin H. 
Collins. Hence, the group has become known as “‘The Collins Hoard.” 
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1833 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. The 
color is a lovely blending of red and brown, with much mint luster 
in evidence throughout the fields and about the devices. There 
is one tiny mark on Liberty’s jaw and a tiny carbon spot above 
the seventh star at the rim. The reverse is relatively free of marks 
except for a tiny carbon spot by the A of STATES. A very superior 
example of this date which crowds the Condition Census. 


1834 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. The only varie- 
ty for this year. Approximately 50% mint red, with the remainder 
toned to a glossy brown. The only defects are two tiny rim dings, 
one at K-5 and one at K-11 on the obverse rim. The reverse is 
free of marks and spots. 


1835 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 2, Rarity 1. The 
color is a blending of olive-brown and chocolate, with much 
iridescence and mint luster underlying the glossy surfaces. The 
reverse exhibits all the cracks mentioned by Cohen, the most 
noticeable one running through the ERICA of AMERICA and 
to the rim. The surfaces are relatively free of imperfections and 
the overall appearance is excellent. 


BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840 - 1857) 


1849 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. The only varie- 
ty of this year struck for circulation. The color is mostly a tan- 
brown with hints of red; the reverse exhibits a bit more red than 
does the obverse. A very tough type to find in nice condition. 
This date is probably the second or third rarest of the type, with 
a total mintage reported for the year of only 39,864 pieces. 


1851 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. The only varie- 
ty for this year. A nice mint red specimen, kept from a full (65/65) 
grade by the presence of a few minor scratches on either side. 
Still, a lovely type coin. 


1851 Uncirculated (63/60). Another Cohen 1. The obverse 
is approximately 60% mint red with glossy brown highlights, but 
is kept from a higher grade by the presence of a few minor car- 
bon spots. The reverse is a trifle weakly struck, hence the lower 
grade classification, although there is absolutely no wear or any 
marks which would prevent it from being called higher. 


1854 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. The only varie- 
ty for this year. The strike is excellent and the obverse exhibits 
a partial wire rim from K-4 to K-9. The reverse is equally well 
struck with all the leaf detail visible in the wreath and with full 
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denticles. The surfaces are an original uniform olive with a tiny 
rim scratch above the D of UNITED on the reverse. At first glance, 
this gives the appearance of a Proof. 


61. 1855 Extremely Fine (40/40). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. The only 
variety for the year. Superb glossy brown. A trifle weakly struck 
(as usual for this date). 


62. 1855 Extremely Fine (40/40). Another Cohen 1. A nice 
representative example of the grade, possibly cleaned and 
recolored at one time but now toned to a nice, glossy tan color. 


63. 1855 Uncirculated (60/60). A third Cohen 1. A nice combina- 
tion of red and brown color, with much original mint luster still 
in evidence about the devices and lettering. No defects worth 
mentioning. 


64. 1857 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. The surfaces 
are a glossy tan and the reverse exhibits hints of underlying mint 
luster. The strike is typical of the date and there is excellent hair 
and leaf detail visible on either side. This is the last year of the 
Half Cent denomination. The mintage reported for the year is 
35,180, making this one of the lowest mintage Half Cents. 


65. 1857 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Another Cohen 1. This 
particular piece exhibits a slightly weaker strike than the preceding 
lot, however, there is considerably more mint red still in evidence. 
Virtually no defects. 


UNITED STATE LARGE CENTS 
LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1796) 


66. 1794 Extremely Fine (40/40). Sheldon 26, Rarity 2. The 
surfaces are a blend of chocolate and tan highlights. The reverse 
exhibits the heavy die breaks characteristic of this variety. A lovely 
type coin and popular with Large Cent variety collectors. 
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A LOVELY 1794 “STARRED REVERSE”’ CENT 


1794 Fine (12/12). Sheldon 48, Rarity 6, the famed and fabled 
“Starred Reverse”’ variety. This particular example is well struck, 
and is one of the few examples which exhibit all of the 94 stars 
on the reverse (Breen writes in the February, 1975 Pine Tree 
Auction Co.’s “Early American Coppers Society” sale that: 
“...coins with all 94 of the stars visible are very rare, represen- 
ting a small minority of the approximately thirty specimens 
estimated to exist today.”) The obverse of the present example 
has been lightly burnished, imparting a glossy brown color and 
surface. The reverse is original, with one tiny contact mark above 
the N of ONE. Remarkably free of the problems so often seen 
on this variety, including porosity, pitting, edge dings, etc. 
Although not of Condition Census quality, it is still considerably 
nicer overall than most examples seen. Worthy of a bid into five 
figures (the Adams ‘Finest Known‘ Extremely Fine (40/40) 
specimen was offered by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, Inc. in 1982. 
at $50,000. 

The “Starred Reverse” Cent is one of the classic rarities in the Large Cent series, 
and is the only regular issue United States coin with a starred border. Sheldon 
describes the reverse as follows: “The famous reverse with the circle of ninety-four 
minute five-pointed stars seen just inside the border and between the points of 
the denticles. The stars are not quite equally spaced and the denticles partially 
cover some of them. They are put in with a light punch and, since they are far 
too light to have been intended as a border, it is perhaps more likely that they 
are the result of the whim of an idle hour at the Mint.” Sheldon further states that: 
“Collectors mention it (this variety) with religious awe.”

68. 1794 Very Fine (30/30). Sheldon 49, Rarity 2. The color 
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is dark chocolate with steel highlights. There is some light plan- 
chet porosity to the left of Liberty’s head which is relatively in- 
significant. The reverse is smoother and more attractive. This 
piece is a nice representative example of the grade and is worthy 
of inclusion in a nice high-grade collection of Large Cents. 


1795 Very Fine (30/30). Sheldon 76b, Rarity 1, the subvariety 
with a plain edge. The detail and surfaces are excellent, although 
the obverse exhibits some minor rim bruises at K-4, K-5 and K-7 
and the reverse has one minor rim bruise at K-3. None of the 
rim bruises affect the details of the coin and are mentioned only 
for the sake of accuracy. The color is a chocolate brown with 
lighter highlights. The field surfaces are completely free of any 
nicks, scratches, or dents. 


1795 Very Fine (30/30). Another Sheldon 76b. The surfaces 
on this piece are dark chocolate with tan highlights. What ap- 
pears to be a minor planchet clip is visible at K-5 on the reverse, 
and the only obverse defects worth mentioning are a tiny scrape 
on Liberty’s nose and a tiny scratch immediately before her face 
in the field. 


DRAPED BUST TYPE (1796-1807) 


1796 Good (6/6). Sheldon 109, Rarity 3. Both sides are deeply 
and uniformly porous. 1802 Very Fine (20/20). Sheldon 237, 
Rarity 2. The color is a tan with areas of brick red discoloration 
in some of the obverse fields. The reverse is very clean and free 
of defects. 1805 Very Fine (20/20). Sheldon 268, Rarity 5. 
A nice chocolate brown; the only defect is a rim scrape above 
the ME of AMERICA. A very scarce and desirable variety. 1806 
Fine (15/15). Sheldon 270, Rarity 2. With the detail of a Very 
Fine piece, but the planchet is dark and uniformly porous, with 
some areas of corrosion in the left obverse field and on portions 
of the reverse. The color is an olive with light tan highlights. 


A total of four coins in this lot. 


1797 Very Fine (30/30). Sheldon 138, Rarity 2. A nice 
representative example of the grade and type. The right top of 
the obverse appears worn but this is actually due to die swelling 
that Sheldon notes “is always seen’ The color is a lovely brown. 


1800 Very Fine (35/35). Sheldon 208, Rarity 3. Easily within 
the Condition Census for this variety (which goes down to a 20 
coin). The strike and detail are excellent and the planchet sur- 
faces and color are totally superb and original. There are ab- 
solutely no defects whatsoever which would downgrade this coin. 
Robinson quotes this piece at $1000. in this grade. 


1802 Very Fine (30/30). Sheldon 237, Rarity 1. The sur- 
faces are relatively clean, and are consistent with the grade. The 
color is a nice blend of olive and tan. 


1807 Extremely Fine (40/40). Sheldon 276, Rarity 1. A nice 
representative example of the variety. The surfaces are a trifle 
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dark, but are very smooth and clean. The strike is excellent and 
there are no defects worth mentioning. 


1807 Very Fine (20/20). Sheldon 271, Rarity 1, the famous 

“Comet” variety. Dark and porous, but with excellent detail. 

The reverse has a scrape and scratch at O of ONE and a scratch 

through the E of STATES. 1807 Fine (15/15). Sheldon 276, 

Rarity 1. Nice, attractive brown surfaces with some contact marks 

on Liberty's neck and a few minor bruises on the obverse rim. 
A total of two coins in this lot. 


CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1808 - 1814) 


1811 Very Good (10/10). Sheldon 286, Rarity 3, the ““Over- 
date”’ variety. A nice representative example of this variety, the 
only defect being several cuts about the obverse and reverse rims 
and two marks near Liberty’s ear. 1821 Fine (15/15). Newcomb 
1. The obverse is a glossy brown with no defects. The reverse 
has what appears to be either some old lacquer or some slight 
encrustation about the devices and lettering. 1824 Very Good 
(8/8). Newcomb 1, the popular ‘*4 over 2” variety. A nice brown 
planchet, with a scratch between the 9th and 10th stars on the 
obverse. 1824 Fine (15/15). Another Newcomb 1. This one 
is a nicer example, but has some minor scrapes across Liberty’s 
face. The reverse is sharp and virtually defect-free. 
A total of four coins in this lot. 


1812 Extremely Fine (45/45). Sheldon 290, Rarity 1. Much 
nicer than usually seen for this type. Classic Head Large Cents 
generally come on dark and porous planchets with miserable pro- 
blems. This particular example has a dark brown obverse with 
nice glossy surfaces. The reverse is a mottled tan and chocolate 
color, with nice original surfaces and no defects. 


MATRON HEAD TYPE (1816 - 1835) 


1816 About Uncirculated (50/50). Newcomb 2. A steel 
chocolate with iridescent steel overtones and some mint red still 
adhering to the devices and lettering. The rim cud is evident on 
the obverse from K-1 through K-3 and the surfaces are free of 
any detracting marks or spots. A very hice high-grade example 
of this variety. 


1817 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newcomb 14, the “13 
star”’ variety. Approximately 70% mint red on the obverse, with 
tan highlights. The reverse is virtually full mint red with only the 
high points toning to a tan color. A few minor spots are evident 
on either side, and there is one tiny cut on Liberty’s chin and 
another directly below her bust (which is unnoticeable at first 
glance). This piece probably originated with the “Randall Hoard.” 


1818 About Uncirculated (55/55). Newcomb 10. Kept from 
Mint State only by the traces of wear on the high points. The 
obverse is steel and tan; the reverse exhibits much subdued mint 
red.

83. 1820 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newcomb 13, the ‘‘Large 
Date”’ variety. Glossy and iridescent lustruous brown surfaces 
with hints of underlying mint luster. The reverse exhibits some 
minor discoloration at the T of CENT and at the rim of the TE 
of UNITED. One of the “Randall Hoard”’ varieties. 


POSSIBLY UNIQUE PROOF 1837 N-8 


84. 1820 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Another Newcomb 13. 
The original mint red has toned to a subdued steel and brown 
color, with much red still adhering to the lettering and devices. 
One tiny carbon spot is visible at the E of CENT on the reverse; 
otherwise, this is a very attractive example of the grade and type. 


88. 1837 Choice Proof (63/63). Newcomb 8. Tan and steel, with 
much mint red on the reverse. One small corrosion spot is evi- 
dent at the thirteenth star.

1922 “‘Plain’”’ About Uncirculated (50/50). Very sharply struck 
for the issue, particularly on the reverse. The coin exhibits all 
of the necessary characteristics of a 1922 “Plain” Cent, and there 
is absolutely no trace of the “D” mintmark. At first glance the 
coin appears to be Mint State, but it may have been cleaned long 
ago, giving it a lustrous appearance which seems quite natural. 


179. Nine 1925 Lincoln Cents. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). One 
of the nicest groups of early Lincoln Cents this cataloguer has 
seen. They are all blazing mint red, with virtually no spots visi- 
ble. This lot must be seen to be appreciated.

180. Nine 1927 Lincoln Cents. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The 
coins in this group are nearly identical to the previous lot. The 
color is a bit more mellow, but appealing nonetheless.

181. Six 1931-D Lincoln Cents. The coins in this lot all grade Choice 
Uncirculated (63/63). They are all mostly mint red, with only 
scattered contact marks. One of the most underrated dates in 
the entire series in this condition.

182. Ten 1931-S Lincoln Cents. The coins range in grade from MS 
(60/60) to MS (63/63). The color ranges from brown to about 
50% mint red. Each coin is original, with only light spotting visi- 
ble. This is one of the lowest mintage Lincoln Cents ever pro- 
duced, with less than one million pieces struck.

183. 1936 Gem Proof (65/65). A blazing example of the first of the 
modern Proof Lincoln Cents. The color is a nearly perfect mint 
red, with no spots detectable. One of only 5569 pieces struck.

184. 1983 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A very rare error which 
was struck on a zinc planchet with little or no trace of the cop- 
per plating. Lustrous and fully struck, with no indication that 
the piece has been tampered with. Currently selling in the $200. 
plus range. 


TWO-CENT PIECES (1864 - 1873) 


_ 1864 Choice Uncirculated (65/63). The rare ‘‘Small Motto”’ 
variety. Full, original mint red. Only a few reverse spots keep 
this coin out of the Gem class. Finding an uncleaned example 
of any Two Cent Piece with original mint red is very difficult; 
finding a choice ‘‘Small Motto”’ is nearly impossible. Carefully 
examine this lot, as many may feel that our grading may be a 
bit conservative. 


The “Large Motto”’ varie- 
ty. The color is an original mint red blending to tan. Surprising- 
ly free of any major spotting or discoloration.

1865 Choice Proof (63/63). Deep mirror surfaces, with rich 
golden-red toning. Upon close inspection, what appear to be 
hairlines are actually raised die scratches, caused by excessive 
polishing of the dies. A flashy example of this popular Type coin. 


1865 Choice Proof (63/65). The watery Proof surfaces are 
overlaid with a wood-grained golden-brown toning and splashes 
of purple color. An unfortunate scratch extends from the obverse 
rim at K-5 to the center of the coin. The mottled toning, however, 
makes the scratch difficult to see. 


1866 Proof (60/60). The fully reflective surfaces are overlaid 
with even brown toning. The coin is surprisingly free of any detrac- 
ting carbon spots or stains. A very scarce coin with a mintage 
of less than 1000 specimens. 


1866 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Original red and brown 
toning, with adequate luster for the grade. 1868 Choice Uncir- 
culated (63/63). Sharply struck, with about forty percent mint 
red; the balance is toned to a satiny brown color. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 


1871 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Much scarcer (as a date) 
than any of the preceding lots, with the exception of the 1864 
“Small Motto.” The strike is exceptionally sharp for this issue. 
About sixty percent of the original mint red is visible. 

This particular year has a low mintage of only 721,250 pieces struck.

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NICKEL THREE CENT PIECES (1865-1889) 


1865 Gem Proof (65/65). By far the rarest Proof of this im- 
mensely popular issue. Only 400 pieces are believed to have been 
struck. Full mirror surfaces, with deep “cameo” devices. This 
coin is free of distracting planchet flaws which often-times plague 
this rare issue. An excellent opportunity for the discriminating 
collector to acquire the classic rarity of the series. 


1866 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Sharply struck, with excellent 
cartwheel and blazing mint luster. Struck from clashed dies; other- 
wise totally free of problems. A beautiful Gem, which should 
realize at least current “Grey Sheet” Bid. 

For several years, the U.S. Mint had difficulty striking nickel coins. Because nickel 
is such a hard metal and difficult to work with, many striking defects occur on 
the Three Cent Nickel and on the Shield Nickel issues. The early years of both 
types are plagued with defective planchets.

1866 Choice Proof (63/63). A few scattered hairlines are visi- 
ble, otherwise this is a Gem. This date is much scarcer in Proof 
than is generally thought. Finding a quality specimen, which is 
free of the usual planchet defects, is quite difficult indeed. 


1867 Gem Proof (65/65). Both sides exhibit superb brilliance, 
and are virtually free of hairlines. The full mirror surfaces offset 
the deep “cameo” devices. One minor spot is visible on the reverse 
at the bottom of the center numeral. Otherwise, this is a very 
handsome example and worth a premium as such. 


1867 Uncirculated (60/60). Fully Mint State, with some ver- 
digris about the devices. 1870 Uncirculated (60/60). Nicely 
struck, with original mint luster. A few scattered spots are visi- 
ble on either side. 1871 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A 
lustrous and problem-free example of this scarce date. 

A total of three coins in this lot. 


1871 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Completely frosty, with satiny 
original mint luster. The strike is above average for the date. Much 
scarcer than any of the earlier business strikes in this series. 
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1871 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A very beautiful example of 
this scarce issue, with original golden toning and a luster un- 
commonly seen on a Three Cent Nickel. The planchet is sur- 
prisingly free of any defects. An important opportunity for the 
specialist of the series to acquire a top-notch example. 


The surfaces exhibit a superb golden 
toning, with full “cameo” devices. Spot-free, very choice, and very 
difficult to locate in this nice of a grade. 


An absolutely splendid example of 
this scarce issue. Fully struck, and with light golden toning. There 
are no spots, planchet flaws, or marks whatsoever. A beautiful 
coin which deserves your examination. 


1875 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Blazing mint luster, and with 
a strictly original appearance. Quite choice, save for a few reverse 
planchet flecks. A very underrated date in strict Mint State. 


1877 Choice Proof (63/63). The “key” date of the series. There 
is a small planchet flaw on the cheek of Liberty, and a few minor 
hairlines, otherwise it is quite choice. The fully reflective surfaces 
are highlighted by the sharp “cameo” devices. 


1878 Proof (60/60). Dark burnt-orange toning. Although not 
the most attractive example of this scarce date that we have seen, 
it is still one of the keys to the series and greatly in demand as 
such. A Proof-only issue of a mere 2350 pieces. 


1879 Gem Proof (65/65). Frosty devices, with deep mirror 
fields. The surfaces are overlaid with a light golden toning, with 
splashes of brown on the reverse. Unspotted, and free of hairlines. 
Quite attractive overall.

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1880 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The original golden ton- 
ing is a bit too hazy to allow this coin to qualify as a Gem. A 
few light specks are also visible, predominantly on the reverse.

Nearly identical to the preceding lot, 
however, the toning on this specimen is a bit more golden in

1883 Gem Proof (65/65). A fifth specimen of this popular issue. 


The toning on this specimen is fully original, ranging from steel- 
blue to violet in color. We are very pleased to be able to offer 


such a wide selection of Three Cent Nickels of this date (not to 
mention of this caliber). 


1884 Gem Proof (65/65). A true Gem specimen with fully reflec- 
tive surfaces. The surfaces are overlaid with a very light golden 
toning, and are free of any problems whatsoever. This should 
easily realize in excess of current “Grey Sheet’ Bid levels. 


1885 Choice Proof (63/63). The surfaces are bright and reflec- 
tive. Very popular due to the low mintage of the business strikes 
for this year.

1886 Gem Proof (65/65). Wholly brilliant and original. A 
beautiful mark-free example of this scarce Proof-only date. 


1887 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Weakly struck on the 
obverse borders (no big deal, as the Proofs even show up this 
way)! Pale golden toning bathes the somewhat dull surfaces. The 
quality of manufacture on this piece leaves a bit to be desired, 
but it is still a scarce coin, and desirable as such. 


1887 Choice Uncirculated (65/63). Completely frosty, and un- 
questionably a business strike. Just a few minor planchet flakes 
on the reverse keep this coin from the full Gem class. Only 5000 
business strikes were produced this year, with very few surviving 
today. 


1887 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Struck from clashed dies, 
but otherwise completely free of defects. The luster is quite in- 
tense, and unlike that which is usually found on this scarce issue.

1887 Choice Proof (65/63). The ‘*1887/6 Overdate”’ varie- 
ty, in which the overdate shows clearly and is visible even to the 
naked eye. Sharply struck, with full mirrored surfaces. Kept from 
the Gem class by the traces of an old fingerprint on the reverse. 
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1887 Gem Proof (65/65). Another example of the ‘‘Overdate’”’ 
variety. The immaculate surfaces exhibit a delicate golden ton- 
ing. In our opinion, this is the finest Proof Three Cent Nickel 
in this fantastic run. This is the earliest die state of this popular 
overdate (as enumerated by Breen), with the 6 clearly visible to 
the left of the 7 and with repunching visible at the base of both 
8’s.

An extremely choice example of this popular 
last year of issue. As with the last lot, the surfaces are Prooflike, 
with much obvious mint frost. We have labeled both coins as 
Proofs, to be conservative. Specialists of the series should ex- 
amine both lots to make their own conclusions. 


SILVER THREE CENT PIECES (1851 - 1873) 


1851 Uncirculated (60/60). Lightly toned, with pink, yellow, 
and green hues. Nicely struck from clashed dies (as is typically 
seen). 


1851 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The surfaces are a satiny 
golden-grey color. The few scattered spots do not detract from 
the overall appeal of this coin.

1851 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The natural, silver-grey 
toning is completely original. The lovely, mark-free surfaces ex- 
hibit an original subdued luster. Very attractive and with excellent 


eye appeal. 


1851-0 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Untoned, with brilliant 
white surfaces. With only 720,000 pieces struck, this is by far 
the lowest mintage Type I Three Cent Silver. Additionally, this 
is the only Trime struck at a branch mint! 


243. 1851-0 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The obverse is brilliant 


with very light golden toning. The reverse is also very lustrous, 
with rich sea-green toning uniformly covering the satiny surfaces. 


244. 1851-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The surfaces exhibit much 


original, underlying mint frost overlaid with a smoky steel-grey 
toning. Unimpaired specimens (such as this) are nearly impossi- 
ble to locate. Very popular as the only Branch Mint Three Cent 
Silver and in constant demand. This is without a doubt one of 
the finest examples of this issue we have seen. 


EXCEEDINGLY RARE PROOF 1851-0 TRIME 


245. 1851-0 Choice Proof (63/63). Both sides exhibit full Proof sur- 


faces and a needle-sharp strike. The obverse is overlaid with a 
light lilac toning; the reverse is more brilliant and has a small 
spot of toning at K-5. Vastly different in appearance from the 
business strikes of the year (compare with the preceding and 
following lots.) 

Exceedingly rare, with only about five known. Breen lists only the 1976 ANA 
specimen, sold by Stack’s as Lot 482 for $7500 (!) where it was noted that they 
had handled only three specimens in the twenty-five years prior to that sale. 
Presumably struck to commemorate the new denomination. 


1852 Uncirculated (63/63). The toning is a mottled blue and 
gold color, struck from heavily clashed dies, with the full outline 
of the obverse star visible on the reverse. 


247. 1852 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Untoned centers, with 
golden peripheries. The luster is intense, with heavy flow lines 
visible. An attractive coin and nearly of Gem quality. 


248. 1852 Superb Uncirculated (67/67). An amazingly beautiful 
jewel, with blazing luster and lovely, original pastel-blue toning. 
The strike is needle sharp, with only slight die-clashing evident. 
Mint State Type I Three Cent Silvers are not particularly rare, 
but in Superb condition they are nearly unheard-of. 


249. 1854 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Sharply struck, with mottl- 
ed grey toning. Frosty, with light surface hairlines. The first year 


of issue of the scarce Type Two series. 


250. 1857 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The surfaces are completely 
frosty, with rich multi-colored toning. Only the slightest evidence 
of die clashing is visible. A bit weakly struck at the rims, but sharp 
otherwise. 

Three Cent Silvers of this Type are very rare in Gem condition, as few Proofs 
were made and most business strikes were placed directly into circulation. 


251. 1857 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Incredibly lustrous, with a 
needle sharp strike. The surfaces exhibit some light toning, which 
indicates the originality of this piece. One of the nicest examples 


of this Type we have ever handled. 


252. 1858 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Sharply struck, with deep 
iridescent toning. Strictly original, with excellent eye-appeal.

Satiny surfaces overlaid with 
splashes of mottled, golden-brown toning. Obviously original, and 
desirable as such. 

Trivia buffs may be interested in knowing that the Three Cent Silver has the 
least amount of lettering of any regular-issue U.S. coin. 


255. 1861 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The surfaces are a frosty 
white, with intense mint luster. Much nicer than the typically 


“washed out” specimen. 


256. 1862 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Prooflike, with untoned 
surfaces. Light die striations are visible on the obverse. The sur- 


faces closely resemble those typically found on Proof issues. 
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1862 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Frosty mint luster on the 
obverse: semi-Prooflike surfaces on the reverse. A nice example 
of this popular Type. 


1862 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The “‘1862/1”’ variety, iden- 
tified by the die-break from the rim to the 1 of the date. The 
centers are frosty white in color, and are surrounded by irides- 
cent gold and blue peripheral toning.

The reverse is a trifle weakly struck on the eagle’s wings (as ex- 
pected), but the rest of the detail (including the denticles) is ex- 
cellent. The surfaces are basically brilliant and untoned, with some 
very light parallel toning streaks running from left to right which 
add to the overall appeal of this piece. 

Flowing Hair Half Dimes are incredibly difficult to locate in true Mint State con- 
dition. We expect this piece to attract intense bidding. 


1796/5 Very Fine (30/30). Valentine 2, the “1796/5” variety. 
Well struck, with traces of mint luster still in evidence. There 
is little or no toning, except for a small streak on the center of 
the reverse across the eagle’s breast and left wing. 

Valentine makes no mention of the overdate in his monograph. The Valentine 
2 is the variety which eventually becomes the “LIKERTY” variety in a later state 
of the dies. Breen notes in his 1958 monograph that this variety is extremely rare 
with “possibly six examples known.” Although this probably is much more com- 
mon than that, it still is rarer than the “Normal Date” variety. The GUIDEBOOK 
has yet to recognize this gap with a legitimate price difference between the two 
varieties. 


1797 Very Fine (20/20). Valentine 2, the variety with fifteen 
stars on the obverse. The obverse was once cleaned and lightly 
hairlined but has now toned to an original appearance, with light 
golden toning about the periphery. The reverse is unimpaired 
and toned to a lovely gold and steel color, with contrasting light 
high points. A very attractive example of the grade and type. 

Valentine's description of this variety should be corrected by deleting “The E 
of UNITED, the first T of STATES, and” from the reverse description. These let- 
ters do not touch the leaves of the wreath. 


DRAPED BUST TYPE, HERALDIC EAGLE REVERSE 
(1800 - 1805) 


1800 Extremely Fine (40/40). Valentine 1. Fully struck, with 
full hair detail on the obverse and full shield and wing detail in 
evidence on the reverse. The toning is a dull grey color, which 
is similar to that seen on the majority of pieces from this period. 
No circulation defects are present whatsoever. 
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1800 About Uncirculated (50/50). Valentine 1. The excellent 
luster and strike are overlaid with an original steel toning. A few 
insignificant contact marks are visible on either side, but none 
detract from the overall beauty of this piece. The perfect coin 
for the collector of high-grade Type coins. 


1801 Fine (15/15). Valentine 1, although the first 1 of the 
date does NOT touch the hair curl (as has been listed). Wear- 
wise, an attractive piece, but marred by an X scratched on the 
obverse and a less noticeable scratch running diagonally across 
the reverse. 


The right obverse field break is visible and just beginning to affect the stars (it 
eventually breaks out over this area in a massive die cud.) 


ONE OF THE FINEST KNOWN EXAMPLES

1802 Extremely Fine (45/45). Valentine 1, the only variety 
for the year. Well struck (but with the usual weakness to the left 
of both sides), with light gold and grey toning. A lovely example 
of this classic rarity. 

The number of appearances at auction of the 1802 Half Dime in the last decade 
may be counted on the fingers of both hands. No examples appeared in 1976, 1977, 
1980, 1981, 1982 (to our knowledge), 1983, or yet this year. The present example 
is one of the finest known and ranks right up there with the Garrett specimen (which 
realized $45,000. in 1979)! In his 1958 Half Dime supplement, Breen noted that 
“Macallister in 1935 knew at least 35 different ones, most of them ‘very worn.’ 
I have seen at least fifteen of these...” As noted, the majority of the known specimens 
are in well-worn condition. Without a doubt, this is one of the rarest issues in the 
entire United States silver coin series, and it lacks the questionable status of some 
of the more highly touted rarities (such as the 1804 Dollar and 1827 Quarter 
restrikes), The 1802 Half Dime is a coin whose true and legitimate purpose in life 
was to enter the channels of circulation and function as a proper medium of ex- 
change. It was not struck to satisfy the whims of collectors, nor was it ever restruck 
for the same purpose. It’s claim to being a classic rarity is undisputed; it is simply 
a low mintage regular issue coin of which only a few have survived. Harold P. Newlin, 
in 1883, wrote that “the half dime of 1802 is the most desirable of the silver series.” 
This rare combination of quality, desirability, classic rarity, and history may be ex- 
pected to culminate in a spirited bidding contest on September 28th!

1876 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Well struck and brilliant. 
1882 Uncirculated (63/60). Another well struck example, with 
some faint contact marks on the reverse and some dull cloudy 
toning. 

A total of two pieces in this lot. 


1877 Choice Proof (63/63). A lovely example of this rare “Proof 
Only” issue. The third rarest Proof of the series, and one of the 
most popular with collectors.

THE INCREDIBLY RARE 1917 MATTE PROOF 
BUFFALO NICKEL 


410. 1917 Gem Matte Proof (65/65). An incredibly lovely jewel 
whose Proof status is immediately evident upon comparison with 
normal circulation issues. Of immense rarity, and only recently 
receiving the attention that it deserves. Once thought to be in 
a “grey” area, because of the lack of mint records to record its 


issue; now accepted due to the corroborative discovery of addi- 
tional specimens and their obvious similarities to the earlier matte 
Proof issues. 

Accompanied by a letter of authenticity from the respected numismatic authori- 
ty Walter Breen, the body of which is as follows: ‘This certifies that I have examin- 
ed the accompanying coin and that I unhesitatingly declare it a genuine 1917 
proof nickel, similar in all respects to the original Lee coin except for being struck 
before the die cracked. 

Under a strong magnifying glass, the piece shows plain evidence of at least one 
additional blow from the dies, to bring up the design more sharply than on normal 
business strikes. This has imparted partial knife-rims on both sides in addition to 
sharp internal rims, as on earlier proofs. Compared with proofs of 1915-16, this 
is of similar striking quality, though the surface differs slightly, consistent with its 
being a clandestine issue. These comparisons were made on ANAC’s stereo 
microscope at the Long Beach convention, Feb. 4, 1984, at which time a second 
1917 proof nickel was also available for comparison. 

At present there are approximately 5 or 6 such 1917 nickels known, of which 
four have been given authentication certificates. All are from the same dies; issue 
was evidently interrupted by the cracking of the obverse die through L. All show 
plain evidence of extra impressions; on the present coin, these are plainest at date 
and designer’s initial. Business strikes could not effectively simulate any of these 
because they normally show only a single blow from the dies. 

Respectfully submitted (and signed by) Walter Breen.” 


1917-D Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The strike is good for this 
normally weak issue. One tiny mark is visible on the Indian’s 
cheek; some light golden toning is just beginning to appear. 


1919 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Fully lustrous, with a strong 
strike. Both sides exhibit some light, mostly gold-bronze toning 
about their periphery. 


1919-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Brilliant, lustrous surfaces, 
with light golden toning over part of the obverse and most of 
the reverse. A very well struck, desirable example of this scarce 
issue. 


1920-D Choice Uncirculated (65/63). Lots of luster with light 
even toning. The reverse is struck barely out of parallel and ever- 
so-slightly off-center towards K-7, resulting in a weak strike in 
that area, and an exceptionally strong strike on the opposite side 
of the reverse.

Splashes of beautiful gold and pink-magenta tones cover the en- 
tire coin.

1938 Gem Proof (65/65). A discussion of the coin’s grade is 
moot, as it is the accompanying paraphernalia which is of the 
greater interest. In 1939, 150 Proof 1938 Nickels were placed 
in 8-2” x 11-%” cards which read as follows: “FIRST PRIZE 
WINNER among 390 competing artists in the national competi- 
tion for a new Five Cent coin, April 20, 1938 (Signed) Felix 
Schlag, Sculptor.” To the right of this paragraph is a photograph 
of the original design for the Jefferson Nickel, which differs from 
the adopted design primarily in the angle of view of Monticello 
on the reverse. In the center of the card is a steel-blue toned 
nickel captioned as follows: “Proof Jefferson Nickel 1938.” 
Beneath this the card reads: “UPON REQUEST Felix Schlag 
- Designer of this coin has consented to sign 150 Proof Jeffer- 
son Nickels of which the coin above is number 136. Sworn to 
before me this 29th day of Septemb. A.D. 1939 (Signed) Paul 
M. Wagner, Notary Public.” Mr. Wagner’s seal appears to the 
left of this paragraph. Breen notes that “during the middle and 
tate 1960’s these historically desirable cards sold between $150 
and $250 apiece after a Chicago dealer’s hoard (possibly 2/3 of 
the original issue) was dispersed.” The most recent record of sale 
that we are aware of is the Paramount “Grand Central” 
11/1978:91 specimen (number 98 of 150), which brought $420. 
Of immense interest to historical buffs and Jefferson Nickel 
afficianados. 
Ex Abner Kreisberg mail bid sale 9/1967:840 at $227.50! 


DIMES (1796 - DATE) 


DRAPED BUST TYPE, SMALL EAGLE REVERSE (1796 - 1797) 
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1796 Good (4/4). Fairly evenly worn, with nearly complete detail 
visible. Natural grey toning. A few scattered marks and rim abra- 
sions which are consistent with the grade. A nice representative 
example of this popular first year of issue Type coin.

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DRAPED BUST TYPE, HERALDIC EAGLE REVERSE 


(1798 - 1807) 


1805 Extremely Fine (40/40). The ‘Four berry”’ reverse. Ex- 
cellent detail, but with considerable damage, most of which has 
been confined to the reverse. The damage is in the form of 
numerous rim bruises and contact marks. The surfaces are a 
natural grey-brown, which camouflages much of the apparent 
damage. 


CAPPED BUST TYPE (1809 - 1837) 


Variety 1 - Large Size (1809 - 1828) 


1820 Uncirculated (60/60). The ‘Large O”’ variety. Original, 
golden-brown and violet toning. The surfaces are nearly mark- 
free, with plentiful underlying mint luster. Struck from buckled 
dies, the resultant die swelling is most visible on the upper left 
side of the reverse. This does not affect the coin’s appearance, 
and likewise should not affect its value. 


Variety 2 - Reduced Size (1828 - 1837) 


1831 Uncirculated (60/60). Deep grey-brown toning, with pat- 
ches of silvery mint frost about the devices. Sharply struck, with 
the original mint frost somewhat subdued by the mottled ton- 
ing. Mint State examples of this Type are becoming increasingly 
scarce. 


1833 About Uncirculated (50/50). The last 3 of the date is 
high. Fully struck and nearly Mint State. Heavy, natural toning 
smothers the underlying mint frost. 1835 Extremely Fine 
(45/45). Sharply struck, with silvery-gray toning. The coin lacks 
luster, otherwise it would easily qualify as About Uncirculated. 


A total of two coins in this lot. 


430. 1836 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Radiant mint frost, with 


attractive golden-yellow toning. A bit weakly struck over the brow 
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of Liberty, otherwise the strike is sharp. A finer example would 
cost several thousands of dollars. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES (1837 - 1891) 


Variety 2 - Stars on Obverse (1838 - 1853) 


1838 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The ‘No Drapery, Large 
Stars”’ variety. Satiny mint frost, with gold, sea-green, and violet 
toning. The strike is superb, with full head, drapery, and wreath 
detail visible. A lovely example of this short-lived Type coin. 


1838 Almost Uncirculated (55/55). The “‘No Drapery, Small 
Stars’’ variety. Pale steel-gray toning, with original mint frost. 
1845 About Uncirculated (55/55). Just a touch of friction on 
the high points separate this coin from Mint State. A very scarce 
date in this condition. 1850 Uncirculated (60/60). Strictly Mint 
State, but “dipped” at one time. The surfaces are very clean, and 
the strike is above average. 


A total of three coins in this lot. 


1845 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Beautiful steel-blue, crim- 
son, and emerald-green toning on the obverse. The reverse is 
similarly toned about the peripheries, but the center is a frosty: 
white. This would grade higher were it not for a few very minor 
contact marks in the reverse fields. “Stars Obverse” Dimes are 
one of the most underrated Type coin in Gem condition. 


1845-0 Extremely Fine (40/40). Light, natural grey toning, 
with considerable luster about the devices. The surfaces are sur- 
prisingly problem-free. Taxay states Very rare above Fine and 
unknown in UNC”. Evidently this issue was very widely circulated, 
as it is nearly impossible to locate a quality specimen. 


1849 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Sharply struck, with mot- 
tled iridescent gray toning. Coins of this period in Mint State 
are far scarcer than their later date counterparts. 


1850 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Light champagne and sea- 
green toning, with frosty splashes of mint luster evident. The sur- 
faces are virtually free of any serious contact marks or abrasions. 
Sharply struck on the obverse; a bit weak on the reverse wreath. 
Gem examples of this Type are becoming nearly impossible to 
locate in today’s quality-conscious market. 
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Variety 3 - Arrows at Date (1853 - 1855) 


1853 About Uncirculated (55/55). ‘‘With Arrows.”’ Natural 
greyish-brown toning. Just a whisper of friction on the high points. 
Would easily be catalogued as Uncirculated by most. 1853 About 
Uncirculated (55/55). “‘With Arrows.” Light, frosty-grey ton- 
ing, with considerable mint frost. 1853 Uncirculated (63/63). 
“With Arrows.”’ Struck from clashed dies. Light golden-brown 
toning on the peripheries. The obverse of this coin has incredi- 
ble mint frost; the reverse is a bit dull. Overall, a nice example 
of this scarce three year Type coin. 
A total of three coins in this lot. 


Variety 2 - Resumed (1856 - 1860) 


1857 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Frosty, with attractive multi- 
colored toning. The above-average strike adds to the excellent 
appearance of this beautiful coin. Not rare as a date, but notably 
scarce as a Type coin. 


1859 About Uncirculated (50/55). Dark golden-brown ton- 
ing masks the true beauty of this piece. 1875-S Uncirculated 
(60/60. The ‘‘S above bow”’ variety. Weakly struck at the head, 
otherwise sharp. Light golden toning, and strictly original. 
1876-CC Uncirculated (60/60). Struck from extremely rusty 
dies, with natural golden toning. It is interesting to note (but not 
unexpected, due to the coinage demand pressures) that the U.S. 
Mint would issue coins of such poor workmanship. 
A total of three coins in this lot. 


Variety 4 - Legend on Obverse (1860 - 1873) 
1863 Choice Proof (63/63). Sharply struck, with a partial wire 
rim on the obverse and reverse. Pale golden-blue toning, with 


fully reflective surfaces. Only 460 Proofs were minted of this scarce 
issue. 
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1863 Choice Proof (63/63). Colorwise, this is one of the finest 
examples of this rare Proof we have seen. The obverse is drench- 
ed in blue, gold, and lavender toning which does not impede the 
surface brilliance as it emanates from the coin. The reverse is 
fully reflective and overlaid with a steel-blue color. As a date, 
the 1863 is very popular with collectors because of its low min- 
tage of only 14,000 business strikes. As a Proof (with a mintage 
of only 460 pieces struck), it is even more desirable. Simply put, 
this is a glittering, colorful jewel. 


1866 Proof (60/63). Both sides exhibit attractive original ton- 
ing, however, the obverse field has been marred by an attempt 
to remove a toning spot; under a glass the scratches are readily 
visible. The reverse is virtually flawless and exhibits a high wire 
rim in the upper right quadrant. Rare as a date and because of 
the high grade.

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1867 Choice Proof (63/63). Beautiful iridescent blue and 
lavender toning. The surfaces are remarkably free of hairlines. 
What appear to be hairlines on the reverse are actually raised 
die scratches. This abnormality can be seen quite frequently on 
this date. Nonetheless, they detract from the overall appearance, 
hence the lower grade. A scarce coin (only 625 Proofs were 
minted) which is under considerable date pressure due to the 
rarity of business strikes for the year.

The scarce *‘With Ar- 
rows”’ variety. As a Type coin, this date is an important rarity, 
produced for only two years. However, the San Francisco Mint 
issues of this year are exceptionally scarce. The surfaces are ful- 
ly Prooflike, with light golden toning. The strike is complete in 
every respect, with full head, drapery, and wreath detail visible. 
A fantastic coin, which specialists of the series will not want to 
miss. 


1874 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The ‘‘With Arrows” varie- 
ty. Semi-Prooflike, with spectacular rainbow toning. The toning 
appears in a somewhat crescent formation, adding to the rain- 
bow effect. The head is a bit weakly struck; otherwise, all other 
details are sharp. A few minor contact marks are present, none 
of which are too serious. For years the “With Arrows” Dime has 
been one of the most sought after silver U.S. Type coins. Find- 
ing a quality specimen, such as this, can be a formidable task. 


1874 Gem Uncirculated (65/67). The ‘‘With Arrows” variety. 
Sharply struck, with magnificent, sea-green, violet, and golden- 
brown toning. The underlying mint frost on this coin is incredibly 
intense. There are a few very minute contact marks on the 
obverse, while the reverse is nearly perfect. This lot is one of 
the condition highlights of this sale, and should see spirited 
bidding.

Would easily be classified as Gem by 
most cataloguers.

1896 Gem Proof (65/65). Ex Steve Ivy's 1983 ANA Mid-Winter 
Sale, Lot 589, where it was described as “1896 Proof (65) Vivid 
electric-blue, apricot and violet obverse; flecked metallic-gray 
reverse. Fully brilliant with choice, original surfaces.” 


1897 Choice Proof (63/63). The light golden toning is 
s( »mewhat darker at the rims. The surfaces are deeply mirrored, 
with sharp “cameo” devices. A perfect example of the grade. 


1898 Uncirculated (60/60).Lightly toned, with subdued mint 
frost. 1899-0 Uncirculated (60/63). Much scarcer than its 
Philadelphia Mint counterpart. 1903 Uncirculated (60/60). 
Brilliant and untoned. 1903-0 About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Lustrous and nearly Mint State. 1907-0 Uncirculated (60/60). 
Mottled russet and sea-green toning. Considerable underlying mint 
frost.

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1878-CC Uncirculated (60/63). The obverse displays satiny, 
lustrous surfaces and light peripheral toning; the cheek exhibits 
a myriad of tiny contact marks and die striations. The reverse 
exhibits a satiny, lustrous brilliance with fewer marks and lighter 
peripheral toning. 


1878-CC Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Prooflike, with ex- 
cellent “cameo” contrast on the obverse (less so on the reverse). 
Kept from the Gem class by a very shallow scrape on Liberty's 
cheek. Very difficult to locate in this excellent state of 
preservation. 


1878-CC Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Virtually free of bagmarks 
and surface problems. The toning, which is evenly distributed 
over both sides, is an amazing combination of all the colors of 
the rainbow. Far nicer than those usually seen and miles ahead 
of the majority of the government hoard coins. 


1879-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Brilliant, and virtually un- 
toned, with a needle-sharp strike. The only defect worth men- 
tioning is one tiny mark on the hair over Liberty’s ear. An ex- 
ceptional example of this typically miserable issue. 

Miller notes that the 1879-0 is usually found in a lightly circulated condition 
Apparently, after they were released into circulation, the early 0-Mint Dollars were 
recalled, and resealed into mint bags. “Mint sealed bags of these dates often con- 
tain over 90% lightly circulated pieces, including a few dollars from the Philadelphia, 


San Francisco or Carson City mints, which happened to be circulating in the New 
Orleans area at the time of recall.” 


1879-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Relatively mark-free, with 
a deep steel and purple toning on the obverse, and light golden 
peripheral toning about the reverse. Fully original and desirable. 


1879-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Well struck, with satiny, 
lustrous surfaces. The obverse is overlaid with a golden tone; 
the reverse is more lightly toned. A faint scratch is visible on 
Liberty's cheek; otherwise, this is an attractive example. 


1879-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Lightly toned and semi- 
Prooflike. The “cameo” contrast is excellent. Wonderful eye 
appeal. 


1880-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Brilliant and untoned, with 
an incredibly clean cheek. Semi-Prooflike, with an appealing 
“cameo” effect. 1880-S Dollars usually come nice; this is even 
nicer than most. 


1880-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Similar to the last lot, but 
with a slightly weaker contrast, and with a few more marks. A 
very flashy example. 
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1881-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Brilliant, lustrous, and 
only lightly toned. Nice for the grade. 


1881-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Superb surfaces and strike, 
with a whisper of light toning. Remarkably clean. 


1881-CC Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Similar in appearance 
to the government hoard coins, but with an exceptionally clean 
reverse. Both sides exhibit a light toning about the peripheries. 


1882 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Well struck, and with a 
minimum of surface marks. The light to moderate toning is a 
satiny, uniform steel and lilac color. 


1882-S Choice Uncirculated (65/63). A nice representative 
example of the date and grade, with lustrous, untoned surfaces. 
Liberty’s cheek is virtually free of marks and the strike is good. 


1883 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Prooflike, with moderate 
contrast between the fields and devices. Close to Gem quality. 
This date is elusive in this condition; this example is nicer than 
most seen of the issue. 


1883 Proof (60/60). Reasonably attractive, with deep steel ton- 
ing over both sides. Deceptively hidden beneath this toning are 
some scattered surface marks and hairlines. One of only 1039 
Proofs struck for the year. 


1883-CC Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Semi-Prooflike and un- 
toned. Lightly marked (in this regard, the reverse is considerably 
nicer than the obverse). Much nicer than the typical government 
hoard coin. 


1883-CC Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The surfaces are lustrous, 
satiny, and untoned. A lovely example of the date and grade, 
and very scarce as such. 


1884 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Frosty surfaces overlaid with 
beautiful, multi-hued toning. The obverse is deeply toned to a 
uniform purple and blue color; the reverse is toned only on the 
left and the lower right, and to a much lesser degree than the 
obverse (apparently the reverse was somehow protected from at- 
mospheric exposure). Very attractive. 


1884 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The toning of this piece is 


almost the exact reverse as that on the preceding lot; in other 


words, it is the reverse that is heavily toned this time. A minimum 
of surface marks are present and the eye appeal is excellent.

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1884 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse and the right 
half of the reverse are lightly and uniformly toned with an attrac- 
tive golden color. The surfaces are very clean for the issue and 
display excellent cartwheel. 


1884-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Sharply struck for this 
usually weak issue, with excellent hair and feather detail. Semi- 
Prooflike, and rare as such. 


1884-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse is deeply ton- 
ed with an attractive multihued combination of colors; the reverse 
is basically untoned, except about the periphery. Well struck and 
very attractive. 


1884-CC Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Deeply lustrous and satiny 
surfaces, with a minimum of contact marks. Untoned, and far 
superior to those usually seen of this issue. 


1884-CC Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Flashier than the last lot, 
but with a few more contact marks. Two faint fingerprints are 
visible on the obverse, which appear as faint areas of toning. Still, 
nicer than average. 


1884-S Uncirculated (60/63). From a McIntire Numismatic auc- 
tion of unknown date where it appeared as Lot 656 and was 
described as follows: “Mint State-63/63. Semi-Prooflike. Brilliant 
reflective fields. Boldly struck with full feathers and nearly full 
hair detail. Light gold toning beginning to form about the devices 
and border details. This date is legitimately scarce in any degree 
of mint state and almost never available in true gem condition. 
Astute investors or serious collectors, regardless of how near they 
are to completion of their set, should carefully consider this lot.” 


1885 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Virtually flawless surfaces, 
with attractive lilac and golden toning uniformly bathing both 
sides. Liberty's cheek is exceptionally clean, and this example 
is worthy of the finest Dollar set. Excellent eye appeal. 
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1885 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Another example, this one 
is a trifle better struck than the preceding lot, but not as clean. 
The obverse exhibits a splotchy (but attractive) gold and purple 
toning; the reverse is a brilliant white, and toned primarily on 
the bottom. A nice coin for the “color freak.” 


1885-CC Uncirculated (60/63). From the GSA hoard, and in 
the original box. The surfaces are typical, exhibiting extensive 
marks on the obverse. The reverse is quite nice, bordering on 
Gem. 


1885-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Above-average strike for 
the issue, with nice hair detail over Liberty's ear, and with full 
breast feathers on the reverse. The surfaces are brilliant, 
untoned and exhibit a deep satiny luster. 


1885-0 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The obverse is kept from 
the Gem category by the presence of a few contact marks visible 
on Liberty’s cheek and in the fields. The luster is deep and satiny, 
and the surfaces are overlaid with a light golden peripheral ton- 
ing; the reverse is virtually superb. 


1885-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Fully struck, brilliant, and 
untoned. A very nice example of this typically weakly struck issue. 


1886 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse is virtually 
perfect except for one mark on Liberty’s cheek. The fields are 
lustrous, brilliant and overlaid with a uniform golden toning. The 
reverse is untoned and fully struck; the only defects are two or 
three minor contact marks. 


1886-0 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Exhibiting a typical weak 
strike on the obverse, while the reverse is much sharper than 
average. The surfaces exhibit a myriad of tiny contact marks, but 
none which are inconsistent with the grade. A very difficult issue 
to locate anywhere near Mint State, and this example is far 
superior to most seen. The surfaces (particularly on the obverse) 
are overlaid with a whisper of golden toning. 


1886-O Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The surfaces are a frosty 
white, with far fewer marks than are normally seen on this scarce 
issue. The only distraction is a rim bruise on the obverse at K-2. 
As far as strike goes, this coin, although not sharp, is much nicer 
than most seen. If the obverse were as nice as the reverse, this 
coin would bring several thousand dollars. An excellent coin for 
the quality- and budget-conscious collector. 
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1888 Choice Proof (65/63). A deeply frosted “cameo,” with 
the typical weakness of strike over Liberty's ear. The surfaces 
are toned a mellow blend of golden-brown and russet. Just misses 
the Gem category because of a few minor hairlines. Miller says 
of this date: “The 1888 dollar is very rare in gem condition; even 
choice proofs are elusive.” 


1888-S Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The surfaces are fully 
brilliant and untoned; the obverse is semi-Prooflike; the reverse 
even more so. A light scratch is visible across Liberty’s face. This 
is one of the dates that was found in quantities in the Redfield 
Hoard, as most of the Redfield coins were very heavily bagmark- 
ed and/or toned. 


1888-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Beautifully toned, with ra- 
diant mint luster. The surfaces are highlighted by an attractive 
blend of multi-colored toning. Much more difficult to locate in 
Gem condition than most would believe. 


1889 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The obverse is semi- 
Prooflike; the reverse is even more so. The obverse is kept from 
the Gem classification by the presence of a few too many light 
contact marks; the reverse is virtually superb. Both sides exhibit 
a light and attractive golden toning. This piece is “head and 
shoulders” above most 1889 Morgan Dollars seen. 


1889-CC Very Good (10/10). A nice circulated example of this 
rarest of the “Carson City” Morgan Dollars. The only defects 
worth mentioning are a tiny row of denticles on Liberty's cheek 
and an extremely minor rim bruise above the D of UNITED on 
the reverse. 


1889-S Uncirculated (60/60). Fully Mint State, with a whisper 
of light cloudy toning. Definitely worth more than the grade would 
indicate. 


1889-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A very flashy and ap- 
pealing example of this popular ‘“S” mint. The only things keep- 
ing this from the Gem category are the presence of a few too 
many bag marks on the obverse devices. 
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807. 1890-CC Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The interesting “Tail 


Bar” variety. Slightly Prooflike, with frosty white surfaces. 

This variety was caused by a gouge in the die, which resulted in extra metal ex- 
tending from the junction of the eagle’s tail feathers and arrow feathers, down to 
the wreath below the eagle. Miller states: “(The Tail Bar variety) occurred only 
on one die. Consequently, such specimens are rare in uncirculated condition, 
although they seldom command a significant premium.” Someday, this variety may 
gain in popularity, and receive the attention it deserves. 


808. 1890-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The overall appearance 


of this coin is stunning. The fields are deeply mirrored, with full 
“cameo” devices. The surfaces are a frosty white, and nearly free 
of marks, particularly on Liberty’s cheek. Miller states: “Although 
a relatively common BU dollar, the 1890-S is elusive in prooflike 
condition...Because of their scarcity and overall attractiveness, 
prooflike 1890-S dollars are quite popular.”’ This coin is one of 
the most eye-catching Dollars in this sale, and is sure to see ac- 
tive bidding. 


809. 1892 Choice Proof (63/63). Proofs of this year are normally 


found with a very weak strike. This coin defies the norm, with 
full detail visible over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast 
feathers. Only the slightest hairlines are visible; this coin is worth 
much more than the grade would indicate. The toning is strictly 
original with burnt-gold and lilac hues. 
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1892-S Uncirculated (60/60). Nicely struck, with considerable 
luster for the grade. There are a few scattered marks, but none 
too serious. This date is one of the most famous in the series, 
with a mintage of just over one million pieces. Usually this is one 
of the last dates a collector obtains when completing a set of 
Mint State Dollars. A nice, affordable example of this scarce issue. 


1893-S About Good (3/3). One of the “keys” to the Morgan 
Dollar series, second in rarity behind the 1895. The present ex- 
ample acquired its grade strictly from honest wear. There are 
some very minor rim bruises that were acquired through its time 
in circulation. The piece is obviously genuine (and definitely at- 
tributable as such by the centering of the 1 of the date over a 
denticle). 


1894 About Uncirculated (55/55). A lovely high-grade exam- 
ple of this scarce and popular ‘‘P-Mint” issue, with much original 
luster still in evidence, and only the lightest wear on the high 
points. The 1894 has long been recognized as one of the more 
difficult Morgan Dollars to locate in any condition. 


1894 About Uncirculated (55/55). Another example of this 
tough date, with a similar appearance and slightly more original 
surfaces. 


1894-0 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A typically struck ex- 
ample, but with blazing mint luster. This is one date which col- 
lectors have found to be impossible to locate in Gem condition 
(no such coins are known). This wonderfully frosty example would 
fit neatly in any set of Morgans. 


1894-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). One of the so-called 
“Redfield Dates”, this particular example is vastly superior to most 
seen from that Hoard. The obverse and reverse are both Proof- 
like and present lovely “cameo” appearances.

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THE RARE 1895 MORGAN DOLLAR 


1895 Choice Proof (63/63). A brilliant example of this famous 
rarity. The surfaces are lightly hairlined, but free of marks or 
other distracting problems. Both the obverse and reverse exhibit 
light golden toning, with “cameo” devices. 

The 1895 is the undisputed “King” of the Morgan Dollar series. One of only 
880 Proofs struck. According to Mint reports, business strikes were coined in the 
amount of 12,000 pieces. To date, none of these have appeared, although several 
1895's are known in circulated condition. These are generally thought to be cir- 
culated Proofs. Only 880 collectors can ever hope to own this date, and there are 
certainly many more collectors than that. 


A SECOND EXAMPLE OF THE RARE 1895 DOLLAR 


1895 Choice Proof (63/65). A virtual Gem, with deeply frosted 
devices. The only distracting features of this coin are two plan- 
chet striations over Liberty’s ear. If the coin had been more fully 
struck up, these striations would not be visible. The surfaces are 
virtually free of hairlines, and exhibit a rich, golden-russet ton- 
ing.

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1898-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Blazing, cartwheel mint 
luster. The surfaces of this coin are frosty white, with glittering, 
semi-Prooflike fields. An exceptional coin, and worthy of your 
consideration. 


1898-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). An incredibly attractive ex- 
ample of this scarce “S-Mint” Morgan. Exceedingly difficult to 
locate in this high grade of preservation, as most known examples 
originate from the Redfield hoard and are excessively bag-marked.

1899-S Choice Uncirculated (65/63). The obverse is virtually 
perfect, and exhibits a semi-Prooflike appearance. The reverse 
is also semi-Prooflike, but is kept from the Gem category by the 
presence of two or three minor contact marks. 


1899-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The surfaces are virtually 
free of any marks except for a very small one on Liberty’s jaw 
and another on the eagle’s breast. Both sides exhibit a lovely, golden 
toning.

“Q-Mint” issue, with an excellent strike and feather details on 
the reverse.

1902 Proof (60/60). This example is well struck and unimpaired 
by contact marks or excessive hairlines. The color is an unnatural 
smoky steel and gold. One of only 777 Proofs struck. 


1902-0 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). This specimen exhibits 
a typical strike for the issue, with semi-Prooflike surfaces on both 
sides. The obverse is overlaid with an attractive light steel ton- 
ing; the reverse is untoned. 


1902-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Semi-Prooflike surfaces, 
with beautiful, iridescent, russet toning. The 1902-S is a very rare 
coin in Prooflike, and deeply mirrored coins are virtually 
unknown.

1903-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A lovely fully struck ex- 
ample of this scarce “O-Mint” issue. These coins were extremely 
rare until the government hoards were released in the early

is still vastly superior to most seen of this date. 


1903-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A boldly struck example, 
with light golden peripheral toning. The luster is quite intense, 
with only scattered contact marks visible. Apparently most 1903-S 
Dollars were released into circulation shortly after having been 
struck, as this date is very elusive in grades above VF. 


1904-0 Choice Uncirculated (65/63). The obverse is relatively 
free of bag marks and exhibits lovely Prooflike surfaces. The 
reverse is also Prooflike and exhibits an expected number of 
bagmarks for the grade. Some very light golden toning surrounds 
the reverse. 


1904-0 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A Prooflike example, with 
a much better strike than is normally seen on this date. 
Remarkably free of bagmarks, and with excellent eye appeal.

“keys” to the commemorative series. This lovely specimen is vir- 
tually free of the usual marks and abrasions. The toning is strict- 
ly original, with satiny mint frost. 

The estate of L. W. Hoffecker (designer of the issue and one-time President of 
the American Numismatic Association) contained a small hoard of 100 pieces. Half 
of those have been widely distributed in the last few years. The present writer had 
the opportunity to examine this hoard before it was broken up. The coins were 
all totally original (as expected), but many exhibited scattered marks, and fell short 
of the Gem classification. 


1934 Texas. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A few scattered 
marks are in evidence, but the surfaces are fully brilliant and 
original. 


1925 Fort Vancouver. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Frosty 
mint luster, with light golden toning. A few scattered marks (none 
of which are inconsistent with the grade).

A virtually 
flawless example, with deep mottled toning. The colorations in- 
clude russet-brown, violet, sea-green, and gold. Only 25,015 pieces 
were struck. 


1936 York. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Beautiful multicolored 
toning, with shades of gold and lilac. An excellent example of 
the Type.

Today’s buyers seem 
to be far more interested in quality than anything else and, as a result, coins such 
as this one, which probably don’t exist finer, are often overlooked and thus under- 
valued. The desire to own superb quality and the desire to own an 1842-O Quarte: 
are quite likely incompatible goals.” That specimen, which was also Choice Uncir- 
culated (63), realized $2500.

An excep- 
tional example of this date, and very underrated as such. Ex- 
cellent eye appeal. 


1872 Gem Proof (65/65). The watery Proof surfaces provide 
an excellent contrast to the frosty white devices; the “cameo” 
effect is dazzling. Lightly toned about the periphery, and one 
of the flashiest examples of this date we have seen. One of the 
finest of the 950 Proofs struck for the year.

1873 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). ‘‘With Arrows.’’ The 
obverse is kept from the Gem class because of its weak strike 
and the presence of a few microscopic hairlines; it exhibits a light 
layer of golden toning. The reverse is fully brilliant, white and 
lustrous; the surfaces are immaculate. An above-average exam- 
ple of this popular two-year Type coin. 


Variety 4 - Resumed (1875-1891) 


1876 About Uncirculated (55/55). Brilliant, untoned, and with 
much original mint luster still in evidence. 


1877-CC Uncirculated (60/60). Fully Mint State, but lightly 
hairlined on both sides. A toning spot is visible at the base of 
the Liberty cap. A nice example of this very popular issue. 


1879 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A Prooflike early strike 
of this rare and popular date, with much mint frost in evidence 
(separating it from its more common Proof counterparts). Brilliant 
and untoned, except for small portions of the obverse (which ex- 
hibit a faint lilac color). Very difficult to obtain in any grade, as 
only 4,800 business strikes were reported for the year. 


1880 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Kept from the Gem class 
by the presence of a few marks. Otherwise, the surfaces are semi- 
Prooflike, with brilliant, satiny luster. The borders are toned with 
an attractive lilac coloration. A low mintage date, and considerably 
rarer in Mint State than in Proof. 


1881 Choice Proof (63/65). Lovely, watery Proof surfaces, with 
lovely, light, multi-colored peripheral toning. The obverse is lightly 
hairlined; the reverse is virtually superb. 


One of only 975 Proofs struck, and under considerable date pressure because 
of the low overall mintage. 


1883 Choice Proof (63/63). Lovely Proof surfaces overlaid with 
a uniform iridescent steel and lilac toning. The overall appearance 
of this piece emulates that of a Gem coin, but upon closer ex- 
amination, the fields exhibit some faint hairlines underneath the 
toning. Still, an attractive Type coin with a low mintage of only 
1039 pieces; also under date pressure because of the low overall 
mintage. 
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1884 Choice Proof (63/65). The obverse displays exceptionally 
beautiful color, with a layer of lilac and golden toning. The reverse 
is similarly, but more lightly toned, with incredible luster and 
brilliance. A few hairlines are visible on the obverse, which keep 
this out of the Gem class. One of the more attractive survivors 
out of the original mintage of 875 pieces. 


1885 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Lustrous, with no hint of 
Proof surfaces, and overlaid with a layer of steel toning. One of 
only 5200 business strikes made in the year; very popular. 


1886 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Lovely lustrous and satiny 
surfaces with only a whisper of toning. The obverse has a few 
miniscule marks in the right field; the reverse is virtually flawless. 
Rarer in Mint State than in Proof; a fact now recognized in the 
GUIDEBOOK. This is a nice representative example of this scarce 
date and grade. 


1886 Choice Proof (63/63). Lightly hairlined, but with lovely 
color and luster. The centers of both sides display a light golden 
tone, surrounded by multi-colored peripheral toning. Nice eye 
appeal. One of only 886 Proofs struck for the year. 


1887 Choice Proof (63/63). Brilliant white, with only a hint 
of toning. Sharply struck, and with a minimal number of surface 
defects. One of only 710 Proofs struck and highly collectible. 


1888 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Brilliant, Prooflike and with 
only a whisper of golden toning. The top of the obverse is a tri- 
fle weakly struck, but the overall appearance is nicer than the 
grade would indicate. Excellent cartwheel on the reverse.

1894 Gem Proof (65/67). A dazzling beauty, with virtually 
flawless surfaces and a layer of dusky multi-colored pastel ton- 
ing. The overall eye appeal of this piece is riveting; the obverse 
is close in quality to the Superb level; the reverse is essentially 
flawless. A perfect example for the discriminating collector.

1895-S Choice Uncirculated (63/65). A_ brilliant white 
Prooflike example of this scarce issue. Despite a few marks on 
the obverse, the overall appearance of this coin is quite pleas- 
ing. Prooflike Barber Half Dollars are very unusual, much more 
so than the Dollar size coins. 


1896 Gem Proof (65/65). The virtually perfect surfaces are 
overlaid (in part) by a dusky, subdued toning. A pleasing exam- 
ple, and one of only 762 Proofs struck. 


1896 Gem Proof (65/65). Although not perfect, the flash and 
eye appeal of this piece are incredible. The watery Proof sur- 
faces offset the frosty white devices to create an unbelievable 
“cameo” effect. The surfaces are fully brilliant and basically un- 
toned (except for some light golden coloration about the 
peripheries). Worthy of inclusion in the finest date or Type set. 


Lisa: 1897 Gem Proof (65/67). A lovely example which is identical 
in appearance to the 1894 Half Dollar above. Tremendous eye 
appeal, and possibly the finest one might hope to obtain of this 
date. One of only 731 pieces struck. 


1134. 1900 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The brilliance of this piece 
is somewhat subdued by a uniform layer of moderately deep 
greenish-blue toning. Fully struck and attractive. Popular as the 
first issue of the new century. 


1135. 1902 Choice Proof (63/63). Brilliant and untoned, with relative- 
ly clean surfaces. A few light hairlines and the subdued brilliance 
keep this out of the Gem class. 


1136. 1902-0 About Uncirculated (55/55). Nice luster, but with un- 
naturally glossy surfaces and a weak strike on the eagle. 


1137. 1907 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The surfaces are satiny 
and lustrous, with a faint layer of golden toning. Relatively free 
of marks, and nicer than most seen of this issue. 


1138. 1911 Gem Proof (65/65). Excellent “cameo,” with full Proof 
brilliance and frosted white devices. Lightly toned to a faint golden 
color. A few insignificant obverse hairlines keep this out of the 
Superb class. Excellent eye appeal. One of only 543 Proofs struck 
for the year. 


1139. 1911-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The satiny and lustrous 
surfaces are overlaid with a moderately heavy toning 
(predominantly gold and blue in color). The only defect worth 
mentioning is a contact mark on Liberty's cheek. Very difficult 
to locate in this excellent state of preservation. 


1140. 1912-D Uncirculated (63/65). The obverse has a few hairlines 
and is a trifle weakly struck; the color is a uniform golden-green. 
The reverse is essentially perfect and fully brilliant and lustrous, 
with a whisper of golden peripheral toning.

1141. 1912-S Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Close to Gem quality, 
but with one or two hairlines on the obverse. Light toning over 
brilliant and lustrous surfaces. A nice representative example of 
the date and grade.

A beautiful 
Mint State example of this popular two-year Type, with virtually 
flawless surfaces and excellent eye appeal. The strike is excellent 
and almost all the feathers are visible. Both sides are overlaid 
with a uniform steel toning. It would be difficult to locate a finer 
example than this. Mint State Flowing Hair Dollars, because of 
their size, were difficult for the Mint to produce properly; many 
of them exhibit adjustment marks, planchet defects, and other 
inherent problems.

Much of the 
original mint luster is still evident, however, and the surfaces are 
relatively free of defects and adjustment marks. Well struck for 
the date, and a nice example of the Type. 


1799 Uncirculated (60/60). Bolender 1, Rarity 5. Brilliant, 
white, and untoned. A trifle weakly struck, with planchet stria- 
tions (as made) over the head and the breast of the eagle. The 
surfaces are free of defects and adjustment marks. Lightly 
marked on the obverse, but with excellent luster. 
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1799 Uncirculated (60/60). Bolender 3, Rarity 5, the “‘Over- 
date, and Fifteen Star Reverse”’ variety. An exceptional con- 
dition coin, with generous amounts of mint luster still in evidence 
about the fields and devices. Free of any defects or problems 
whatsoever. We are not aware of a Condition Census for Bust 
Dollars, but this certainly has to rank as one of the finest known 
of the variety. 

In the normal circular arrangement of stars on the reverse of the 1799 Bust 


Dollars, there are six stars in the upper arc above the eagle. In this instance, the 
die-cutter cut seven stars into the upper arc before realizing his mistake. In order

to reduce the number and maintain the symmetry, it was then necessary to obliterate 
the two end stars in the arc (which was done, by adding an extra “fluff’ to each 
cloud. As it turned out, the star arrangement is unlike that of any other 1799 reverse 
die, as there are six stars in the second arc, instead of five! This is but a typical 
example of the conservative measures of the early Mint employees. Dies were simply 
too valuable to discard upon the discovery of a “mistake”; rather, any means possi- 
ble was used to make them appear right! 


1802 Extremely Fine (45/45). This appears to be a Bolender 
1, Rarity 4, but is probably an early state of the dies, before it 
developed the clash marks at Liberty’s throat. Lovely, original 
color and luster, with excellent eye appeal. Both sides exhibit 
an attractive golden toning with lighter highlights. The surfaces 
are free of marks and problems. A lovely example of the Type. 


GOBRECHT DOLLARS (1836-1839) 


1836 Proof (60/60). Judd 60. Struck from perfectly aligned 
dies. Medium gold and violet toning, with intact mirror surfaces. 
Although the Gobrecht Dollar is considered a pattern, many 
evidently saw extensive circulation. In addition, many are found 
damaged or otherwise impaired. This is the perfect coin for the 
collector seeking quality at an affordable price. 


LIBERTY SEATED TYPE (1840-1873) 


1843 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Fully struck on the high 
points, with glittering mint frost. The surfaces are evenly toned, 
with mottled, golden-violet color. Problem-free examples, such 
as this, are quite scarce, and virtually unobtainable in any finer 
condition. 


1844 Uncirculated (60/60). One of the lowest mintage dates 
in the entire series, with only 20,000 struck for the year. Taxay 
says of this date, “Very rare in Unc’. The present coin is deeply 
toned, with attractive charcoal-gray toning. 


1845 About Uncirculated (50/50). Another scarce coin, this 
one with an original mintage of only 24,500 pieces. The surfaces 
are Prooflike, with pale, light color. Close to Mint State, but a 
trifle weakly struck. 


1847 Extremely Fine (45/45). Very sharply struck, with detail 
not commonly seen on this grade. The surfaces are darkly 
toned, with natural colorations. 


1199. 1859-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Brilliant and lustrous, 
with excellent cartwheel. The obverse is essentially untoned; the 
reverse displays areas of light golden toning. Lightly bag- 
marked, but much nicer than the typical government hoard 
examples. 

A quantity of Seated Dollars (mostly 1859-O’s and 1860-O’s) was discovered in 
the Treasury vaults in the early 1960's. Were it not for these Mint State specimens, 
the Seated Liberty Dollar would be one of the most difficult series of United States 
coins in which to locate Uncirculated specimens. 


1196. 1847 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). An exceptional example 
of the date, with full luster and brilliance. The strike is good, 
and superior to most of the early date Seated Dollars. Untoned, 
and with a minimal amount of field marks (no more than would 
be expected for the grade). Very attractive. 


1200. 1870 Gem Proof (65/65). The Proof surfaces are intact, with 
little or no evidence of hairlines. The centers of each side are 
white, and surrounded by a deep iridescent steel and gold ton- 
ing. The reverse exhibits a flashier version of the toning, with 
exceptional “flash” and eye appeal. Very rare in this excellent 
state of preservation. One of only 1000 Proofs struck. 


1197. 1851 Gem Proof (65/65). A restrike, and one of only 15-20 
known specimens. The obverse displays a lovely “cameo” effect, 
with its white devices and fully mirrored fields; the reverse has 
less of a ’°cameo” effect, but the overall appearance is very pleas- 
ing. Excellent eye appeal. Probably an early restrike, as it displays 
normal rims (as opposed to the high wire rims which appear on 
the later restrikes). An excellent opportunity for the specialist 
to acquire an example of this sought-after rarity.

1198. 1853 Choice Proof (63/63). According to Breen, all the Proof 
1853 Dollars are restrikes made in 1862 or 1863. He also notes 
that “supposedly 12 (were) struck.” The obverse fields exhibit 
some faint hairlines; the reverse is relatively clean, but weakly 
struck on the eagle’s right wing (as on all the known specimens). 
Both sides are overlaid with a lovely, iridescent lilac-blue toning. 
Of considerable interest to Seated Dollar collectors, and a rare 
opportunity to obtain a specimen of this very rare Proof issue. 


1203. 1875 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A beautifully toned exam- 
ple of one of the most difficult Trade Dollars to locate in Mint 
State. let alone in Gem. The obverse displays an appealing com- 
bination of lilac, gold, and blue colors, over lustrous and satiny 
surfaces. The reverse is more lightly toned, and exhibits incredi- 
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ble flash, brilliance and cartwheel. Though not perfect, this is 
certainly one of the finest we have seen or handled of this date 
in years. Worthy of a strong bid. The total mintage for the year 
is a low 218,900 pieces, many of which were shipped to the Orient 
and/or subsequently melted. 


1875-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Satiny and lustrous, with 
hints of steel-blue toning. Reasonably well struck, with clean, 
mark-free surfaces. A nice representative example of the grade 
and Type. 


1875-S Extremely Fine (45/45). Two “chop-marks” are visi- 
ble on the reverse. 1877 Very Fine (20/20). 1878-S Fine 
(15/15). 


A total of three coins in this lot. 


1875-CC About Uncirculated (50/50). A nice, high-grade ex- 
ample of this popular “CC” mint Dollar. 


1876 Choice Proof (63/63). Extreme brilliance, with a lovely 
“cameo” effect. Just beginning to acquire a faint layer of golden 
toning. Close to Gem quality except for some barely visible field 
hairlines and three tiny contact marks to the left of Liberty’s head. 
One of only 1150 pieces struck. 


1876-S Uncirculated (60/60). Brilliant, white, and untoned. 
A trifle weakly struck, but with clean surfaces. 


1876-S Uncirculated (60/60). The surfaces are lustrous, but 
dull and lightly marked. Well struck, with no toning over the 
surfaces. 


1876-S About Uncirculated (55/55). 1878 Uncirculated 
(60/60). Morgan Type, 8 Tail Feathers. 


A total of two coins in this lot. 


1876-CC Uncirculated (60/60). Fully Mint State, and overlaid 
with a deep, uniform, dull lavender and gold toning. Much mint 
luster is in evidence beneath the toning. A reasonably attractive 
example of this scarce and popular issue. 


1877-S Extremely Fine (40/40). 


1877-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The brilliant and lustrous 
surfaces are overlaid with a light layer of lilac toning. Excellent 
cartwheel, and a nice representative example of the date and 
grade.

An above-average example of this popular 
Proof-only issue. 


PATTERNS 


1858 Cent. Proof (60/60). Judd 212, Rarity 5. Copper- 
nickel. The surfaces are obscured by cloudy toning, with deep 
tan surfaces. The obverse design is the same as that adopted in 
1859. 


1859 Cent. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Judd 228, Rarity 
1. Copper-nickel. The obverse is of the regular-issue design; 
the reverse is of the design adopted in 1860. Clean surfaces, with 
medium tan toning. 


1864 Cent. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Judd 353, Rarity 5. 
Plain edge. The metal content is 13 parts copper to 1 part 
aluminum. This is an experimental issue, using the regular In- 
dian Head dies without the L on the ribbon. The surfaces are 
a very pleasing tan, and exhibit full mint luster. A bit weakly struck 
on the ends of the feathers, but still very attractive, and very 
interesting. 


1869 Ten Cent. Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Judd-708, 
Rarity 5. Silver, with a reeded edge. The surfaces of this lovely 
coin are covered with light blue-gray toning. A deeply mirrored 
example, and nearly a Gem.

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1870 Half Dollar. Choice Proof (63/63). Judd 939, Rarity 
6. Silver, with a reeded edge. A deeply mirrored example, with 
steel-gray toning. A nice example of the ‘Standard Silver’ pat- 
tern series. 
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1880 Dollar. Gem Proof (65/65). Judd-1651, Rarity 6. 
Goloid. A wonderful example of this interesting Type. The ton- 
ing is an original blend of silver-gray, steel-blue and pastel col- 
ors. Usually this issue is found harshly cleaned, or otherwise im- 
paired. An above-average example, and worthy of strong con- 
sideration by the specialists. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


1883 Hawaiian Half Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Deep blue and grey toning, with only a few minor bagmarks in 
the field. 

Of the 700,000 originally minted, 612,245 were redeemed. The dies for this coin 
were prepared at Philadelphia, but the actual minting for circulation appears to 
have been carried out at San Francisco!

1849 Uncirculated (60/60). ““Open Wreath, Small Head, L 


on neck.”’ Bright yellow in color, and possibly cleaned at one 
time. Sharply struck and fully lustrous. 
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1849 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ‘Open Wreath, Large 
Head.”’ Very sharply struck, with intense luster. A small copper 
streak is evident on the reverse at K-7. Very popular as a first 
year of issue Type coin. 


1849 Uncirculated (60/60). ‘“‘Closed Wreath.” Strictly 
original, and nearly choice. The surfaces are slightly striated, but 
attractive. 


1849 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ‘‘Closed Wreath.”’ The 
same variety as the preceding, but struck from different dies (the 
reverse design and lettering are heavily re-cut). Quite lustrous, 
with rich, golden toning. 


1850-O About Uncirculated (50/50). Only 14,000 pieces were 
minted of this issue, making it the rarest New Orleans Mint gold 
Dollar. The 1850-O is easily as rare as the much more publi- 
cized 1850-D or 1850-C. The strike is needle sharp, with the 
detail complete in all respects. The surfaces are semi-Prooflike, 
with original golden toning. One small mark to the right of Liber- 
ty’s bust is the only problem worth mentioning. A very rare coin 
which would be hard to duplicate in this condition. 


1851-C Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Mint State examples of 
Charlotte gold coins are extremely scarce. This example has deep 
golden toning, with only a few scattered contact marks in 
evidence. This issue generally comes with rather severe die 
clashing (only the faintest trace of which is found on this coin). 
A beautiful example of early branch-mint gold.

1853 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Superb coppery-green ton- 
ing with blazing, original mint luster. The strike is excellent for 
this Type, and is complete in all respects. Upon close inspec- 
tion, an interesting arrangement of die scratches becomes visi- 
ble on the neck and ear of Liberty. They do not, however, distract 
from the coin’s overall appearance. We expect brisk bidding on 
this lot, as Type One gold Dollars are, without question, one of 
the most difficult Type coins to locate in Gem condition. 


1853-0 Uncirculated (60/60). Very sharply struck, with full 
hair detail. The surfaces are relatively clean, with the exception 
of one small mark above the second L of DOLLAR. Although 
this is not a particularly rare date, it is certainly scarcer than the 
Philadelphia Mint issues of the same period. 


INDIAN HEAD TYPE, Small Head (1854-1856) 
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1855-C Very Fine (30)/Extremely Fine (40). The only 
Charlotte Mint gold Dollar of the Type Two design. Although 
this coin is struck on a very poor planchet, the strike is not par- 
ticularly bad. Akers states: “Invariably the planchets and the quali- 
ty of strikings are extremely poor, and the date and word 
DOLLAR are almost always weak. In fact, the 8 is almost miss- 
ing on some specimens.” This specimen is very evenly worn, and 
represents a good example of this scarce issue. 


INDIAN HEAD TYPE, Large Head (1856-1889) 


1857-C Almost Uncirculated (50/50). Very sharply struck for 
the issue. The quality of the planchet is quite poor (as is the case 
with most coins of this year). The surfaces appear to have been 
cleaned at one time, although this could be partially due to the 
quality of the planchet. A very scarce coin, nonetheless, and dif- 
ficult to obtain this choice. 


1861 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Rich golden toning, with 
nearly mark-free surfaces. A spot of planchet roughness at the 
C of AMERICA is all that detracts from the overall appearance 
of this coin. 


1236. 
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1864 Uncirculated (60/60). Sharply struck, with considerable 
mint frost. A few minor rim nicks are present at K-4 and K-11. 
The reverse shows slight die clashing in the-centers. Only 5,950 
gold Dollars were minted this year, with very few surviving 
(especially in high grade). 


1866 About Uncirculated (55/55). Bright yellow-gold, with 
lightly striated surfaces. Very close to Mint State, and easily 
passable for that grade. A very scarce coin with a mintage of on- 
ly 7,130 pieces, of which only a handful could still exist. The 
current catalogue value fails to reflect the true rarity of this scarce 
issue. 


1868 About Uncirculated (55/55). Deep coppery-orange ton- 
ing, with mirror-like surfaces closely resembling those of a 
Proof. The surfaces are clean, with the exception of one tiny 
scratch at the first T of STATES. Very scarce as a date, with 
a mintage of only 10,525 pieces. 


1873 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ‘Open 3.” All of LIBER- 
TY shows plainly. Completely lustrous, with original golden ton- 
ing. The surfaces of this coin are surprisingly clean, and present 
somewhat of a “cameo” appearance. 


1879 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). An absolute Gem in every 
respect. The surfaces are glittering, with rich, golden-yellow ton- 
ing. Struck from very lightly clashed dies. The word LIBERTY 
is only partially visible on the headband. Very popular as a date 
due to the low mintage of only 3,030 pieces. 


1884 Uncirculated (60/60). A harshly cleaned example of this 
scarce date. Just 6,236 pieces were struck for the year. 


1885 Uncirculated (60/63). Prooflike, with deep golden-orange 
toning. The denticles are fully struck up (which is unusual for 
this year). Desirable as a low-mintage, late date gold Dollar.

1243. 1885 Choice Proof (63/63). Deep mirror surfaces, with com- 
pletely frosty devices. Frequently, business strikes of this issue 
are confused with Proofs; that is not the case with this example. 
The coin exhibits definite orange-peel surfaces and is, without 
question, a true Proof. The reflective surfaces are disturbed by 
minor hairlines and one small lintmark in the obverse field. 
Although this coin is not a Gem, all Proof gold is scarce and 
highly desirable. 


1244. 1887 Choice Proof (63/63). The fields are deeply mirrored, 
with completely frosty devices. This easily meets the criteria for 
a Proof as described by Breen: “Top of wreath closed, 7 wholly 
below A.” Although this coin is not a Gem, any example of 
Proof Gold must be considered desirable in today’s market. 


1245. 1889 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Sharply struck, with blazing 
mint luster. Although this coin has been dipped at one time, it 
has fabulous eye appeal. The surfaces are nearly mark-free, and 
consistent with the requirements of a true Gem. 


QUARTER EAGLES 
CLASSIC HEAD TYPE, No Motto on Reverse (1834-1839) 
1246. 1836 About Uncirculated (55/55). Strictly original, with light 
golden toning. An interesting obverse die break runs from the 


rim through the sixth star into the portrait of Liberty. Not a par- 
ticularly rare coin, but difficult to locate in high grade.

1247. 1836 About Uncirculated (55/55). Sharply struck, with a full 
complement of mint luster. The surfaces are bright, with original 
golden-yellow toning. A nice example of this short-lived series. 


1248. 1839-C Very Fine (30/30). A true Very Fine in terms of wear, 
and possibly even nicer. The surfaces, however, are harshly 
cleaned, with traces of solder evident below the eagle’s wings. 
A scarce coin, which certainly ranks as a Rarity 5 in any grade.

CONDITION CENSUS 1843-C LARGE DATE 


1249. 1843-C Choice Uncirculated (63/63). “Large Date.’’ The date 
and mintmark are re-cut (as seen on most specimens of this year). 
Lustrous, with bright yellow-gold toning. A bit weakly struck at 
the center of the obverse; the reverse is sharp in all respects. 
The reverse is rotated a full 95 degrees. The rarity of the “Small 
Date” overshadows the true scarcity of this issue, especially in 
high grade. Akers points out that this issue is: “Considerably more 
common than the 1843-C Small Date in the lower grades, but 
equally difficult to obtain in choice condition.” The last ap- 
pearance of an Uncirculated specimen was in the Bowers and 
Ruddy sale of the Fairfield Collection. That specimen realized 
$2000. in 1977! A highly important opportunity to own one of 
the finest specimens of this rare and underrated date. 


1250. 1843-0 About Uncirculated (50/50). “‘Small Date, Crosslet 
4.” Lustrous with light golden-yellow toning. Nicely struck (unlike 
most coins of this year or period). A pleasing coin which is vir- 
tually free of defects, with the exception of a minor rim bump 
at K-5 on the obverse. 


1251. 1845 Uncirculated (60/60). Sharply struck, with light golden- 
yellow toning. A very scarce coin in full Mint State. The nearly 
identical Eliasberg specimen realized $1,100. A rare opportuni- 
ty for the specialist. 
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1846 About Uncirculated (55/55). Deep coppery toning, with 
only a few scattered marks evident. Very lustrous, and nearly of 
Mint State quality. Underrated as a date; the 1846 is much more 
difficult to locate in high grade than current listings would 
indicate. 


1846 Uncirculated (60/60). Another scarce Mint State coin 
of this period. Bright golden-yellow toning, with a nearly full strike. 
Akers states: “This is a very scarce and generally unappreciated 
date. Its number of appearances at auction (45) is lower than 
for many of the highly regarded dates in this series such as the 
1848 CAL., the 1881, and the 1796 NO STARS, to name just 
a few. As the auction records show, specimens better than EF 
are extremely rare.” This date is a definite sleeper, and should 
realize much more than the current GUIDEBOOK listing. 


1847-0 Uncirculated (60/60). Weakly struck, particularly at 
the centers (as is characteristic of this date). Akers states: “Fair- 
ly common in VF but extremely rare uncirculated... Very under- 
rated in high grades; in fact the 1847-0 is the rarest 1847 dated 
quarter eagle in grades better than EF and it also has the ninth 
lowest average grade of any date in the entire series.” A rare 
opportunity to purchase a coin seldom found above Very Fine 
condition. 


1850-D Extremely Fine (45/45). Akers notes that this date 
is always softly struck on the eagle’s leg and arrow feathers. This 
coin is obviously an exception, and is nearly fully struck in all 
respects. The color is a bit pale, with much underlying mint luster 
evident. There is one distracting rim abrasion at K-9 on the 
reverse. A very scarce coin with a mintage of only 12,148 pieces 
(few of which still survive). 


1854-C Extremely Fine (40/40). A very difficult coin to grade 
due to the fact that nearly every specimen known is weakly struck, 
particularly on the reverse. There are a few light scratches behind 
Liberty’s neck. Only 7,295 pieces were originally struck. Today 
this issue is rare in any condition, and should see spirited bidding. 
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THE CLASSIC 1863 QUARTER EAGLE 


1863 Gem Proof (65/65). We are very proud to offer one of 
the great rarities of the American Gold series, the 1863 Quarter 
Eagle. This specimen is from the unparalleled Eliasberg collec- 
tion sold by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, Inc. 10/1982:197. It 
was described as follows: “1863 Choice Brilliant Proof-65. One 
of the most famous of all quarter eagles and, indeed, one of the 
most awesome of all American gold coins. 


In 1863 no business strikes were produced at the Philadelphia Mint. 30 Proofs 
were minted for collectors, but as is true of other Proofs of the era, probably not 
all were distributed. It is quite possible that only half ever reached numismatists. 
Today probably 8 to 12 or so exist, some of which are damaged. It is significant 
to observe that this issue has been conspicuously absent from a number of impor- 
tant gold sales, including the Dunham and Flanagan offerings. 

The importance of the 1863 quarter eagle was recognized at an early date. On 
September 13, 1883, a scant twenty years after the piece had been issued, Harold 
P. Newlin, in the course of extensive correspondence with a Baltimore collector, 
T. Harrison Garrett, wrote to say that he had ‘...recently secured two pieces which 
were obtained at the Mint in the year they were struck, by the gentleman from 
whom I got them. They are the gold dollar and quarter eagle of 1863. They are 
in beautiful brilliant Proof condition. The latter is rare, in my estimation the rarest 
of the series of quarter eagles. In my former gold collection (originally the Adams 
Collection) | had an 1863 $5 gold piece but never could obtain the quarter eagle. 
There were I believe but 30 struck in this year, and certainly not a half dozen of 
these are now known to collectors...’ 

When contemplating the purchase of a rarity such as an 1863 quarter eagle one 
cannot be choosy. An opportunity to acquire a numismatic landmark in any condi- 
tion is often a situation which cannot be ignored. Fortunately, when contemplating 
the rarities in the present catalogue, in nearly every instance the prospective buyer 
has the best of both worlds; the rarity is there, and it is usually among the finest 
known of its kind. The 1863 quarter eagle is no exception. The glittering Choice 
Brilliant Proof has few, if any, superiors. It is a coin remarkable for its fame and 
rarity but also a piece which is truly among the very finest of its kind. 

From the John H. Clapp Collection, 1942. Earlier from the John G. Mills Collec- 
tion (Chapman brothers, April 1904). Purchased by Mills from the Chapman 
brothers.” 

The coin realized $39,600. in the sale of the Eliasberg collection. 


1899 Proof (50/50). A definite Proof which matches Breen’s 
criteria exactly: “Date slants up, left base of 1 r. of center, die 
file mark through TY.” Most of the Proof surfaces are still in- 
tact, suggesting a very brief period of circulation. The toning is 
original, with shades of red and orange colors. Only 150 Proofs 
were minted of this year. 


1900 Uncirculated (60/63). Creamy mint frost, with minor 
obverse scuff-marks. 


1900 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A satiny Gem, with nearly 
flawless surfaces. A popular, turn of the century issue, which 
should realize close to Mint State (65) “Bid.” 
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1901 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Rich golden-copper toning, 
with intense mint luster. An ideal coin for even the fussiest Type 
coin collector. An eye-catching example of this highly desirable 
Type. 


1902 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Nearly of Gem quality, with 
the exception of a few scattered marks above Liberty’s head. A 
couple of reverse copper stains add to the overall character of 
this lovely Type coin. 


1902 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). An ideal example of the 
grade. The luster is full, with completely original, golden toning. 


1902 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Only a few scattered 
obverse marks keep this coin from the Gem class. The luster is 
superb, giving the coin a “crisp” appearance. Should realize a 
four figure bid. 


1903 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Semi-Prooflike, with only 
a few scattered marks evident. A very clean piece which would 
fit nicely in a high grade Type set. 


1903 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Swirling mint luster, with rich 
golden-yellow toning. A few very minor contact marks are visi- 
ble, none of which are too serious. The intensity of the luster 
is far above average for the issue. 


1905 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Delicate golden toning atop 
clean, lustrous surfaces. Although this is by no means a rare date 
Quarter Eagle, any Gem example of U.S. Gold is very difficult 
to locate in today’s market. 


1906 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Numerous copper stains 
are present on both the obverse and reverse. The luster is quite 
intense, with very few marks visible. This could easily pass as 
a Gem in most circles. 


1906 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Subdued, golden-yellow ton- 
ing on nearly mark-free surfaces. A few copper stains are visible 
on the reverse, which are very common to late date Quarter 
Eagles. In great demand in today’s quality-conscious market. 
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1907 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Untoned and exceedingly 
lustrous; nearly of Gem status. An ideal coin for the collector 
who is seeking quality, but is unwilling to spend a couple of thou- 
sand dollars. 


INDIAN HEAD TYPE (1908-1929) 
1908 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Blazing mint luster. The 


original surfaces are toned in subtle shades of yellow and gold. 
The strike is far above average for this typically weak issue. 


1908 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Fully original, with greenish- 
gold toning. A few insignificant contact marks are visible near 
the bonnet. 


From the Bowers and Merena Galleries sale of the Virgil Brand collection, Part 
1. A beautiful example, probably obtained by (or for) Brand at the time of issue. 


1909 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A few scattered copper 
stains add to the attractiveness of this piece. A couple of marks 
are visible, but the overall appearance is lovely. 
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1911-D Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Satiny and lustrous, with 
pleasing golden-yellow toning. The strike is superb in all respects, 
with the diagnostic obverse wire rim clearly visible. This issue 
is, by far, the rarest date of the popular Indian Head Quarter 
Eagle Type. 


1912 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Satiny surfaces, with very 
few marks. Not a particularly rare date, but still much scarcer 
than many of the later dates of this series. 


1913 Uncirculated (60/60). Sharply struck, with deep golden 
toning. The somewhat coarse luster gives the coin an appearance 
similar to the matte Proofs.

Bright yellow-gold in col- 
or, with only a few trivial hairlines visible. Sharply struck, and 
fully lustrous. 


1915 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Attractive, golden-orange ton- 
ing, with beautifully textured mint frost. A couple of minor cop- 
per stains are visible in the bonnet. Much scarcer than many of 
the so-called “common” dates in this series. 


1925-D Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Original golden-yellow 
toning, with full mint frost. Sharply struck. 

For some reason, coins of this year are often very softly struck, particularly in 
the centers. 


1926 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Blazing mint luster, with 
only a small scrape in the bonnet separating this coin from true 
Gem status. It is seldom that coins of this series are found with 
such mint freshness. 


1929 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Frosty, with just a few scat- 
tered contact marks visible. The strike is superb, and the sur- 
faces exhibit excellent original color and luster. 


THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES (1854-1889) 


1854-0 Very Fine (20/20). Evenly worn, with pale yellow-gold 
surfaces. Much tougher than the Philadelphia Mint issue of the 
same year. 
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1855-S Extremely Fine (40/40). A few minor rim nicks are 
present on either side; otherwise, this example is very clean. The 
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surfaces are very lustrous, suggesting a slightly higher grade. Find- 
ing a nicer specimen would be very difficult in today’s market. 

The 1855-S “Three” is a very scarce coin in all grades. It is exceedingly rare 
above XF, with only 2 or 3 Mint State examples known. Paramount's session of 
‘Auction 84 offered the only specimen known in Proof. That coin had only recent- 
ly been discovered in the San Francisco area. 


1856-S Extremely Fine (40/40). Cleaned at one time: other- 
wise lustrous and quite attractive for the grade. Not quite as rare 
as the 1855-S, but still very difficult to locate in Extremely Fine 
or better. 
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1874 Uncirculated (60/60). Even golden-yellow toning, with 
a full complement of original mint frost. The surfaces are totally 
free of any distracting marks or abrasions. Not a particularly rare 
date, but highly desirable as a Type coin. 


1874 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Deep golden-yellow ton- 
ing, with full, swirling, mint frost. The few scattered abrasions 
are consistent with the grade. A very popular Type coin, and always 
in demand. 


1882 About Uncirculated (55/55). With a mintage of only 
1,576 pieces, the 1882 is one of the lowest mintage business strike 
“Threes.” As with most known examples of this date, the sur- 
faces are exceptionally Prooflike. A good opportunity for the col- 
lector of low-mintage gold coins. 

For some reason the 1882 “Three” seems to have been counterfeited most heavily. 
Akers points out that all genuine specimens he has seen had an abnormality under 
the 2 in the date. This is thought to be a re-punched 2. 


1882 About Uncirculated (55/55). Toned a bit more deeply 
than the previous lot; otherwise, nearly identical. The surfaces 
are fully Prooflike and quite attractive. A very popular low-mintage 
date. 


1886 Uncirculated (60/60). The surfaces are deeply Prooflike 
and bright yellow-gold in color. The scattered hairlines are 
highlighted by the mirror surfaces. Akers states: “The business 
strikes of this date are the most underrated of the 1880's.” Only 
1,106 business strikes were produced of this year (the sixth lowest 
mintage of non-Proof-only dates in the series). 


1887 Uncirculated (60/60). Partially Prooflike, with lovely 
yellowish-gold toning. There is one tiny planchet flake above the 


second T of STATES; otherwise, the surfaces are problem-free. 
Highly sought-after as a late date of the series, with a mintage 
of only 6,160 pieces. 


1889 About Uncirculated (55/55). Fully lustrous, and free of 
marks. Just a touch of obverse friction keeps this coin from full 
Mint State. The surfaces are totally original, with pleasing golden- 
red toning. A beautiful example of this popular last year of issue. 


HALF EAGLES (1795-1929) 


CAPPED BUST TO RIGHT, SMALL EAGLE (1795-1798) 


1795 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Breen 2-C, Rarity 4. The 
last two digits of the date are widely spaced, with the entire top 
of the 5 in the drapery. A late state of the dies, exhibiting die 
rust on the lower curls. The surfaces are fully Prooflike, with deep 
golden toning. The strike is incredibly sharp, with full stars and 
complete hair detail. The eagle is wonderfully sharp, and com- 
plete down to the most minute detail. An immensely popular Type 
coin due its status as the first U.S. gold coin. 

Superior to any which appeared in the fabulous Eliasberg collection and nearly 
as nice as the Jimmy Hayes specimen which realized $35,200. in the Stack’s ses- 
sion of ‘Auction 84. 


CAPPED BUST TO RIGHT, HERALDIC EAGLE (1795-1807) 
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1798 Extremely Fine (40/40). Breen 1-B, Rarity 3, the 
“‘Large 8, 13 Stars’’ variety. Struck with the same obverse die 
used to produce the excessively rare 1798 “Small Eagle” varie- 
ty. The surfaces are totally clean, and free of any distracting con- 
tact abrasions or annoying adjustment marks. Much scarcer than 
the later dates of the same Type. 


1798 About Uncirculated (50/50). Breen 4-F, Rarity 3, the 
“Small 8”’ variety. Weakly struck at the centers, with lustrous, 
golden-yellow surfaces. Akers states: ‘““The Small 8 variety of 1798

is substantially more rare than the 1798 Large 8 but is generally 
unappreciated as such. Most pricing guides even go so far as to 
price this variety lower than the Large 8 variety; it should be 
valued higher in all grades.”

1803 Extremely Fine (45/45). Breen 1-D, Rarity 2, the 
“1803/2” variety. Deep golden-green toning, with shades of pur- 
ple about the devices and lettering. The strike is excellent with 
only the faintest trace of adjustment marks evident. There are 
a couple of minor rim bumps, none of which are too serious. 
An exceptionally clear example of an overdate on early U.S. 
coinage. 


1805 Extremely Fine (45/45). Breen 3-C, Rarity 7. Well 
struck and centered, with some light adjustment marks running 
diagonally through Liberty’s cap and across her face. The reverse 
is free of marks. 

Breen noted two appearances of this very rare variety, one in the American 
Numismatic Society collection and another in the Melish sale of 1888. Although 
Breen’s material is dated, this is clearly the most elusive of the five varieties of 
1805. Eliasberg owned three of the varieties, but lacked this one. 
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1807 Extremely Fine (45/45). Breen 1-A, Rarity 3. Deep 
golden-yellow toning, with mint luster evident about the devices. 
One small scratch is visible in the obverse field near Liberty’s 
nose, and a minor rim bump is present at K-8 on the obverse.

Totally free of problems, with sub- 
dued golden-yellow toning. Much scarcer as a date than current 
listings would indicate. Akers states: “Moderately scarce in any 
grade, the 1853 is actually very rare in strictly uncirculated con- 
dition and virtually unobtainable in choice or gem condition.” 

When one considers the price of common Mint State Five Dollar Indians, “No 
Motto” Half Eagles certainly seem undervalued. 


1854-D About Uncirculated (50/50). Sharply struck, with very 
broad rims. Slightly Prooflike, with pleasing, golden-yellow ton- 
ing. For some reason, Dahlonega mint coins in high grade are 
the most sought-after of the branch mint issues, and they enjoy 
tremendous collector demand. 


1881 Uncirculated (60/60). The ‘‘1881/81”’ overdate, with 
the undertype of both 8’s and the last 1 clearly visible.

9/1981:34, where it was described as follows: “1907, Rolled Edge, 
Periods, Superb Gem Uncirculated 67 or better. This is the 
famous Dr. J. E. Wilkison specimen and is at least as choice as 
any other known example. It has incredibly rich greenish gold, 
orange, and rose toning and the surfaces and rims are virtually 
perfect. As usual, the fields have a myriad of raised die scrat- 
ches. Because of the magnificence of the color, most people will 
undoubtedly acclaim this coin as the finest Rolled Edge Eagle 
they have ever seen. Dr. Wilkison and the present consignor were 
certainly proud of it. In fact, this is the very first gold ‘pattern’ 
that Dr. Wilkison purchased. He obtained it from Chicago dealer 
Charlie Green in 1942 for the princely sum of $500. Today, it 
should realize more than 100 times that figure! 

Dr. Wilkison collected this coin as a pattern and it is listed in Judd’s pattern 
book as J-1775. However, it is not really a pattern in the same sense as J-1774, 
the Wire Edge, since the Rolled Edge was actually intended for circulation but 
just never released. 31,500 business strikes were minted (plus 50 Proofs struck 
on the medal press) but before they were duly issued, the Superintendent of the 
Mint, John Landis, became worried about possible public criticism because the 
design had not struck up properly. On his recommendation, the entire mintage 
was melted, except for an estimated 40-50 pieces, and the dies reworked by Charles 
Barber to produce what is now known as the regular issue ‘No Periods’ variety.” 
The coin realized $42,000. in a then very weak market, and should realize much 
more today. 
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1907 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The ‘‘No Periods” variety. 
The color on this coin is gorgeous, with rich golden-yellow ton- 
ing. A virtually immaculate example, with full mint bloom. This 
Type is the regular issue design which replaced the Wire Edge 
and Rolled Edge varieties. By far the most common of the three 
Types, but still difficult to locate this nice. 


A SUPERB 1908 “NO MOTTO” EAGLE 


1908 Superb Uncirculated (67/67). The ‘‘No Motto” varie- 
ty. A virtually flawless example, with lovely golden-yellow ton- 
ing. The strike is completely bold, exhibiting full hair and feather 
details.

1336. 1908-D Superb Uncirculated (67/67). The ‘‘With Motto”

variety. In the three auction sales we have catalogued, this is the 
first coin we have graded better than Mint State 67. This magnifi- 
cent coin is as near to being flawless as we could possible im- 
agine. The surfaces are strictly original, with beautiful orange 
and greenish gold toning. This great coin is from the Bowers 
and Ruddy Galleries sale of the United States Gold Coin Collec-

TWO EXAMPLES OF THE RARE 1909-D EAGLE 


1340. 1909-D Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse surfaces are 


virtually free of marks, and overlaid with a deep, golden-orange 
toning. The reverse is equally as nice, with shimmering mint 
brilliance. Akers says of this date: “I think that the 1909-D is 
one of the most underrated dates of the Indian Head series. In 
strictly uncirculated condition, it is very scarce and in choice or 
gem mint state it is rare. I have seen fewer high quality uncir- 
culated examples of this date than I have of such higher priced 
dates as 1908-S, 1911-S (after the discovery of a small hoard) 
and 1908 No Motto. In comparison to many other issues of this 
type, the 1909-D is very undervalued.” The present coin is much 
nicer than the Eliasberg specimen which realized $7,150. Other 
than the coin which follows, we know of no other example of 
this date that is finer.

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1341. 1909-D Gem Uncirculated (65/65). THE AKERS PLATE 


COIN. A second example of this rare issue. This coin comes from 
Paramount’s sale of the Kruthoffer Collection 9/1981:43, where 
it was described as follows: “1909-D, Gem Uncirculated 65. 
Beautiful copper and greenish gold toning. Excellent strike and 
luster and only a few minor contact marks. This date is very under- 
rated in this grade. We have actually seen fewer nice uncirculated 
examples of this date than we have of such highly regarded dates 
as 1911-S, 1908-S, and 1908 No Motto. In terms of overall rari- 
ty we rank it in the top third of the series, 10th out of 32.” The 
coin realized $8,500. in a (then) weak market. Although the pre- 
sent consignor already possessed this date in Gem, he appreciated 
its rarity, and decided to purchase the coin as an “upgrade.” 


1909-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). THE AKERS PLATE 
COIN. A fully lustrous example, with outstanding golden-yellow, 
pink, and greenish gold toning. There are a couple of very minor 
contact marks, but the coin easily qualifies as a Gem. Until a 
few years ago (when a small hoard of less than 50 pieces was 
discovered) this date was extremely rare in Gem condition. It is

1344.1910-D Superb Uncirculated (67/67). THE AKERS PLATE 
COIN. An exquisite coin, and one of the finest examples of this 
date we have seen. From Paramount's sale of the Kruthoffer Col- 
lection 9/1981:46, where it was described as follows: “1910-D, 
Superb Gem Uncirculated 67. A splendid example of this relatively 
common date, easily one of the finest we have offered for sale.

1343. 1910 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A sharply struck example, 
with deep, golden-orange toning. The only marks on this coin 
are confined to a small scrape on the bonnet. The remainder 
of the surfaces are satiny and free of marks. Not a rare date, but 
an excellent example of the type. 


SUPERB AND EXTREMELY RARE 1911-D EAGLE 
POSSIBLY THE FINEST KNOWN SPECIMEN 


1346. 1911-D Superb Uncirculated (67/67). THE AKERS PLATE 
COIN. We are very proud to offer what many believe to be THE 
most difficult Indian Head Eagle to obtain in Gem condition. This 


unparalleled example is from Paramount’s sale of the Kruthof- 
fer Collection 9/1981:49, where it was described as follows: 
“1911-D Superb Gem Uncirculated 67. An extraordinary exam- 
ple of one of the rarest and most important dates in the series. 
Except for a couple of trivial marks, this specimen is virtually 
as struck. It has all of its full original mint luster and just a trace 
of pretty orange and greenish gold toning. We have never seen 
or heard of a finer or even equal specimen and the consignor 
rightly considered this coin to be one of the highlights of his 
collection. 


The 1911-D has the lowest mintage (30,100) of any regular issue Indian Head 
Eagle. It is generally seen only in VF or EF condition and even average uncir- 
culated (MS-60) examples are rare. In choice or gem condition it is extremely rare 
and probably no more than 3 or 4 exist at this superb level. From the standpoint 
of overall rarity, only the 1933, 1907 Rolled Edge, 1920-S, and 1913-S are more 
rare than this date and, for any collector attempting to assemble a choice set of 
Indian Head Eagles, the 1911-D is surely one of the hardest to find.” The coin 
realized $38,000. at that time, but should bring much more in today’s quality- 
conscious market. 


1911-S Gem Uncirculated (67/65). A sharply struck example, 
with fantastic color, and full mint brilliance. Except for a couple 
of tiny marks on the reverse fields, this coin is immaculate. The 
obverse is characterized by a circular drift mark near the bot- 
tom left side. This minor defect is seen on nearly every specimen 
of this date, and does not greatly affect its value. Finding a 
superior specimen would be very difficult. 

For many years this date was virtually unknown in Mint State. The Eliasberg 
specimen barely made Extremely Fine. A few years ago, however, a small hoard 
of about 100 pieces surfaced in Europe. They were of fairly high quality; many 
were Gems. Rumor has it that the hoard originally came from the family of a Philip- 
pine Dignitary who had received the coins as a gift of the American government, 
and who sold the coins through Switzerland. As with most small hoards, the coins 
have long since been widely dispersed. This spendid example would be a fine addi- 
tion to any set. 
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1912 Superb Uncirculated (67/67). The surfaces are virtual- 
ly flawless and only the tiniest marks are visible under magnifica- 
tion. Extremely brilliant and lustrous, with lovely green-gold ton- 
ing on both sides. By far, the finest business strike 1912 Eagle 
we have ever handled. A fabulous coin for the date or Type 
collector. 


1913 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Fully lustrous, with a lovely, 
brilliant golden color. Although not a rare date, the 1913 is still 
rather difficult to locate in nice Uncirculated condition. The 
obverse is kept out of the Gem class by the presence of some 
microscopic hairlines on Liberty’s cheek; otherwise, the overall 
appearance is excellent.

1913-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Similar in appearance 
to the last lot, but with a more pale golden color. Lightly 
marked in the reverse fields, and certainly to a lesser degree than 
would be expected for the grade. The luster is original and un- 
broken, with an excellent cartwheel effect. 

Akers speaks very highly of this issue: “The 1913-S is one of the rarest dates 
of the Indian Head Eagle series. ...this date is, without question, one of the ‘stop- 
pers’ of the series for a collector trying to assemble a nice uncirculated set.” In 
our experience, we have only seen a handful of specimens which might equal (or 
exceed) the presently offered example. The Superb Uncirculated example in the 
Kruthoffer collection realized $46,000. and was very attractive. We have also ex- 
amined the 1913-S advertised a few years ago by New England Rare Coin Galleries 
for over $100,000. (it, too, was very attractive). These are the only two examples, 
which we can recall, that might exceed the overall quality of this piece. We an- 
ticipate fierce competition for this lot.

Akers notes that “the 1914 is one of the scarcest of the Philadelphia Mint regular 
issues of this type.”

1914-D Superb Uncirculated (67/67). THE AKERS PLATE 
COIN. From Paramount’s sale of the Kruthoffer collection 
9/1981:56, where it was described as follows: “1914-D, Superb 
Gem Uncirculated 67 or better. From the standpoint of quality 
alone, this coin is one of the three or four nicest in the collec- 
tion. If we used the 68 grade in our cataloguing, that is the grade 
we would use for this coin. The surfaces are pristine and the 
color is a beautiful light greenish gold and pink. The strike is 
very sharp and the frosty surfaces have excellent luster.

The 1914-D is the second most common mintmarked Indian Head Eagle (the 
1910-D is more common) and it is similar in overall rarity to the 1914. In gem 
condition it is very scarce and in this remarkable grade it is very rare. We have 
not seen an equal quality specimen and surely no comparable 1914-D has appeared 
at public auction in many years, if ever!” 

Since that description was written, a better 1914-D has yet to appear. The coin 
realized $10,500. in that sale. 


1914-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The surfaces are excep- 
tionally frosty, but very lightly bagmarked, excluding it from the 
Gem classification. Not the major rarity a Gem example of this 
date would be, but still quite scarce, and highly desirable.

A few light marks are visible in the 
central portions; otherwise, this coin is a Gem. A very lovely ex- 
ee of the Type, and worth much more than the 63 grade would 
indicate. 


AN EXCEPTIONAL 1915-S EAGLE 


1355. 1915-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A brilliant example, with 


glittering, golden-yellow surfaces. A few tiny marks are visible 
on either side, but none are serious. The 1915-S is one of the 
rarest Indian Head Eagles in Gem condition. Most coins of this 
date are found in circulated or average Mint State. A handful 
of Superb coins is known to exist, but are seldom offered. 


THE AKERS PLATE COIN OF THE 1916-S EAGLE 


1356. 1916-S Gem Uncirculated (65/67) THE AKERS PLATE 


COIN. This date is relatively common in circulated grades (ac- 
tually, it is THE most common San Francisco mint issue), and 
only moderately scarce in average Mint State. Gem examples, 
however, are extremely rare, and seldom encountered. Except 
for a couple of trivial marks on the obverse, this coin is virtually 
“as struck.” A small copper stain on the bonnet readily iden- 
tifies this coin as the Akers plate coin. The surfaces are satiny, 
with swirling mint frost, and superb golden-yellow toning. This 
beautiful coin is as nice as one is likely to encounter, and should 
elicit strong interest from specialists of the series. 


Akers states that: “There have been at least two small hoards of uncirculated 
1916-S Eagles dispersed in the last few years and this accounts for this issue being 
more common in mint state than any other S-Mint Indian Head. (A close look at 
the auction records shows that most of the uncirculated offerings of this date oc- 
curred in the last five years, after the hoards were discovered). Most specimens 
in the two hoards were of very average (MS-60) quality and so choice and gem 
quality mint state examples are still rare. I have seen several superb specimens 
of this date, but fewer than I have of the 1908-S for example.”

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1920-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Although this coin is 
weakly struck at the TY of LIBERTY, it is much sharper than 
many we have seen. The color is a very attractive yellow and green- 
gold.

There is a small carbon spot below 
the second A of AMERICA. The 1920-S is one of the rarest dates 
in the series, and is seldom offered. 


THE GEORGE S. GODARD SPECIMEN 
OF THE 1920-S EAGLE 
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1920-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A magnificent example of 
this rare date. The most notable aspect of this coin is the color, 
which is a creamy blend of greenish gold, and coppery-pink hues. 
The surfaces are completely satiny, with only a couple of trivial 
marks evident. The strike is well above average, with full LIBER- 
TY visible. This specimen is from Stack’s session of Auction ’82 
8/1982:404. We quote, in part, from that description; “This is 
from the George Seymour Godard Collection and most likely ob- 
tained by him in that year because from all outward appearances 
the coin really is “Pristine” 


This coin is easily in the Condition Census, and to our knowledge is surpassed 
only by the Delp specimen (now in the Bass collection) and the superb coin which 
realized $85,000. in Stack’s June, 1979 sale. The reported mintage for this issue 
is 126,500 pieces. Probably most of these were melted, as this date now ranks 
as one of the rarest in the series. Most of the known examples are Mint State, 
but are weakly struck, and of average quality. The above mentioned Superb coins 
are now tightly held in important collections, and are not likely to be sold in the 
near future. After this coin is sold, it may be many years before a coin of com- 
parable quality is offered. 


THE RARE AND ELUSIVE 1930-S EAGLE 


1930-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A pristine example of this 
rare date, and as sharply struck as any we have seen. The sur- 
faces exhibit full mint brilliance, with deep, golden-yellow color. 
Although 96,000 coins were reportedly struck of this issue, less 
than 100 are known to exist today. The balance were probably 
melted in the mid-1930’s. The typical grade for this date is Mint 
State 63, and Gems are quite scarce and difficult to locate. 
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1926 Choice Uncirculated (65/63). A choice example of one 
of the most beautiful coins ever issued by the United States 
government. A few tiny marks on the eagle’s tail feathers keep 
this coin out of the Gem category. The color is attractive, with 
bright, yellow surfaces. Not a rare issue, but popular as a Type 
coin. 


1932 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). A brilliant example, and 
very nearly a Gem. As with all the coins in this group, the color 
is original, and quite attractive. Definitely the most common date 
of the series, and always in demand as a Type coin. 


RARE MINT STATE 1911-D EAGLE 


1911-D Uncirculated (60/60). With a mintage of only 30,100 
pieces, the 1911-D ranks as the lowest mintage regular-issue In- 
dian Head Eagle. It is also one of the rarest of the series in Mint 
State. The strike is excellent, and the surfaces are consistent with 
the grade. Finding a nicer specimen would be very difficult and 
costly. 


1911-S About Uncirculated (55/55). A Mint State coin which 
has, unfortunately, been harshly cleaned at one time. The strike 
is excellent, and the underlying luster is quite intense. 

Until several years ago, the 1911-S Eagle was considered a major rarity in Mint 
State. At that time, a small hoard of approximately 100 pieces was discovered 
through a European connection. Nearly all the great collections formed prior to 
this time lacked a Mint State example of this date. The fantastic Eliasberg Collec- 
tion (which contained many incredible Gem examples of coins of this period) had 
only an Extremely Fine specimen. 


VERY RARE MINT STATE 1913-S EAGLE 


1913-S Uncirculated (60/60). The 1913-S Eagle is arguably 
the rarest eagle in Mint State after the 1933, the 1907 “Rolled 
Edge” and the 1920-S. This specimen has excellent mint luster, 
with shades of pink and green-gold toning. A lovely example for 
the collector attempting to assemble an Uncirculated set of In- 
dian Head Eagles. 
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1932 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Semi-Prooflike, with abra- 
sions typical of the grade. Not a rare coin, but popular and in 
demand as an affordable example of the Type. 


DOUBLE EAGLES (1849-1933) 


1857-S Extremely Fine (45/45). Lustrous, with numerous sur- 
faces abrasions. Scarce date Type One “Twenties” are very under- 
rated at current levels. They can often be purchased for a very 
slight premium over the much more common later dates. 


ONE OF THE FINEST KNOWN 
MINT STATE 1872-S DOUBLE EAGLES 


1872-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Akers states: “I have seen 
a few average quality uncs (bagmarked Unc-60’s with luster) but 
I cannot recall.ever seeing a choice or gem quality specimen.” 
Apparently, Akers was not aware of this specimen, as it is fully 
Choice, exhibiting swirling luster and exceptional surfaces. This 
piece is much nicer than the Akers plate coin and is possibly 
the finest known example of the date. An exciting condition rarity, 
which should realize far in excess of its current GUIDEBOOK 
listing. 


1873 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). “Open 3.’’ Sharply struck, 
with minimal abrasions. The frosty, original surfaces display a 
golden-orange toning. A pleasing example of the much under- 
rated Type Two Liberty Head Double Eagle. 


1883-S Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Incredible pink and green 
toning, with swirling mint frost. The surfaces are disturbed by 
only a few scattered hairlines. A fantastic Type coin, which should 
easily realize a four figure bid. 
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1897-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Sharply struck, with an 
expected number of bagmarks for the grade. The toning is 
original, ranging from yellow to orange-green. 


1900 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Blazing luster, with creamy, 
mark-free surfaces. Besides a few trivial hairlines, the obverse 
is virtually perfect. It is truly amazing that a gold coin of this 
size could survive in such an incredible state of preservation. 


1901 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Very popular, due to its 
low mintage of only 111,526 pieces. Sharply struck, with original 
golden-orange toning. A few scattered copper stains can be found 
on either side. 


1902 Proof (60/60). Only 114 struck, with far less surviving. 
The surfaces are original, but impaired by a number of shallow 
contact marks. Overali, the appearance is excellent, with full Proof 
contrast evident. 


Proof gold coins are the “creme de la creme” of American numismatics, and 
are highly desirable. In almost all cases, the survival rate for Proof gold is very 
low. This is due partially to the high face value of gold coins. Obviously, the temp- 
tation to spend a coin that was worth only slightly over its face value would be 
great when times became tough, especially when $20. was involved. 


1904 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The surfaces are very clean, 
with no serious bagmarks evident. Excellent luster, with original 
golden toning. Pink and green undertones are visible. 


1904 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Wholly Prooflike, with full 
mirrored surfaces. Considering the premium which Prooflike 
Silver Dollars carry, prooflike Gold coins (which are as rare, or 
rarer) seem truly undervalued at current levels.

The strike is needle- 
sharp, with full hair curls visible. Definitely one of the most dif- 
ficult Type coins to acquire in Gem Uncirculated condition. This 
specimen should realize very close to current “Bid” levels. 


1904-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Beautiful pink and green 
toning. The surfaces are very clean for this date and 
denomination. 


SAINT-GAUDENS TYPE (1907-1933) 


1907 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ‘“‘High Relief,’’ flat rim. 
Satiny luster, with bright, yellow-gold surfaces. A few scattered 
marks are present, which are very common to the issue. The “flat 
rim” variety is not particularly rare in terms of specimens known, 
but is considerably rarer than the “wire rim” variety. 


1907 Choice Uncirculated (65/63). “‘High Relief,” wire rim. 
Nearly a Gem, with original, golden toning. The wire rim encom- 
passes the entire right side of the obverse. It is virtually 
undisturbed (as is not often the case). A beautiful example of 
this popular issue. 

Because of the unusual relief of this issue, many high grade specimens exhibit 
very flat knees. On this particular example the knee is fully rounded. Although 


not a rare coin from the standpoint of known specimens, the High Relief is perhaps 
the most popular U.S. Gold coin.

1908 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). ‘‘No Motto.’ Lovely 
greenish-orange and pink toning. The luster is quite intense, with 
only a few scattered marks visible.

1922-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A scarce date, which is 
usually only seen in the lower end of the Mint State scale. The 
surfaces of this coin are nearly mark-free, with vibrant golden 
toning. Locating a comparable specimen would be quite difficult 
indeed. 


1924 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Deep golden-orange toning. 
The surfaces are immaculate, and have never been “dipped” or 
cleaned. The color of this coin is truly spectacular. 


1924 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Toned to a rich golden col- 
or, and nearly identical to the preceding lot. A quality Saint- 
Gaudens Double Eagle is one of the popular coins in today’s 
market. 
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1924 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Completely lustrous, with con- 
siderable flash. The surfaces are nearly mark-free. Overall, this 
is a wonderful Double Eagle. 


1924-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Glittering mint frost, with 
only scattered marks visible. At one time, this date was considered 
one of the rarest in the entire series. However, in the 1960’s, 
many were found in Europe, and the coin is now considered a 
scarce date rather than a major rarity. Overall, this is a very nice 
coin, and far above average for the issue. 


1925-D Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Brilliant luster, with light 
green-gold toning. Only a few scattered marks are visible on the 
obverse; a few, more severe abrasions are located on the eagle’s 
chest on the reverse. Much scarcer than many of the other so- 
called ‘medium rarities” of the series. 


1926 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). From the Florida Coin Ex- 
change “Winter Sale” 1/1984:757, where it was described as 
follows: “Brilliant, green-gold surfaces. Great eye appeal!” The 
coin realized $1375. in that sale. 


1926-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Nearly a Gem, with glit- 
tering mint frost. Many years ago, this date was also considered 
to be a major rarity. As with some of the other dates in this series, 
many were found in European banks during the 1960’s. Even 
today an occasional specimen turns up in a gold shipment. 
Nonetheless, this coin is far above average, and should realize 
several thousand dollars. 


1927 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Prooflike, with rich golden 
toning. Prooflike Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles are much scarcer 
than their frosty counterparts. The overall appearance of this coin 
is excellent, and it would make an ideal Type coin. 


1394. 1927-S About Uncirculated (50/50). At one time, this date 


was considered one of the great rarities of the series. It is still 

considered rare, but other dates, such as the 1927-D (and 

numerous dates in the 1930’s) have proven to be much rarer. 

The present coin is fully lustrous, with original golden surfaces. 
Accompanied by ANACS certificate No.S-2153-B. 


1395. 1928 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). One of the flashiest coins 


in this group. Bright yellow gold surfaces, with intense luster. 
There are a couple of minor marks on the obverse. 


RARE 1931-D DOUBLE EAGLE 


1396. 1931-D Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The 1931-D is one of 


the rarest issues in the entire series. Less than 50 specimens are 
thought to exist today. The reverse of this coin is nearly flawless; 
unfortunately, there is a rather severe cut on Liberty’s mid-section. 
Normally, this important rarity would fetch well over twenty thou- 
sand dollars. This may be your chance to capture one for a more 
reasonable sum.

Struck from rusty dies, giving the coin a somewhat grainy luster. 
The toning is original, ranging in color from light yellow to golden- 
orange. Most known specimens of this issue are well worn; 
finding a quality example is nearly impossible. 


The obverse and reverse designs are copies of the contemporary U.S. Half Eagle, 
but with differing legends.

1398. 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Kagin 3. Fully lustrous, with radiant brilliance. The detail on 
this coin is nothing less than incredible; we know of no finer 
specimen. An exciting coin which the specialist will not want to 
miss. 


Interestingly, the gold used for this and other Clark, Gruber & Co. pieces was 
not from Pikes Peak itself, but was actually from Central City and other towns in 
the area.

CALIFORNIA SMALL DENOMINATION GOLD: 
Small Change of the Gold Rush 


The private gold coins of California have always had a great attraction 
for numismatists due to their rarity and the historical events which they repre- 
sent. Like so much else that happened during the frenzied days of the Gold 
Rush era, these coins represent a period of rampant individualism, of private 
responses to pressing problems. In this case, people needed money for a 
growing society, and they needed it faster than the national government 
was inclined to provide it. So they took the direct approach, and minted 
their own. 

Their coins appeared in the normal denominations with which the peo- 
ple had become familiar “back East.” But, to these well-known denomina- 
tions they added others, coins worth a dollar or less. Today, we call these 
dollars, halves, and quarters “California Fractional Gold”; together, they 
form one of the most fascinating series in American numismatics. They are 
mysterious, since the makers of many of them have remained undiscovered 
after a century and a quarter. They are rare: An “official” coinage of a hun- 
dred pieces would be a fabulous, universally-known rarity. In the case of 
the California Fractionals, however, a hundred pieces seem to be about 
average for many of the varieties. Many more are far scarcer than that. Finally, 
many of them are beautiful, miniature reproductions of the devices found 
on larger, Mint-struck American coins. 

They naturally fall into two series. The first series lasted from 1852 to 
1856, and was directly brought about by an extreme scarcity of small change 
in the American West. Coins from this first period were as much a private 
response to the coinage emergency as were their larger cousins, the five, 
ten, and twenty dollar pieces, the ingots, and the fifty dollar slugs. Since 
the coins of this first period were meant to circulate, fineness and weight 
were approximately correct. By 1856, the San Francisco Mint had become 
a reality, and its small change replaced these early fractionals in daily 
circulation. 

Three years later, a second series was undertaken, struck intermittently 
from 1859 to 1882. These pieces were lighter, and their gold fineness tend- 
ed to be around half of the official standard. The people making these new 
coins could find acceptance for less gold in their products because those 
products were now intended as souvenirs, mementoes of a trip to Califor- 
nia, rather than as a circulating medium. There is no evidence that any coins 
in this second series actually entered commerce. The rubs and hairlines 
seen on so many of them are likely, therefore, to have been the result of 
cabinet friction or mishandling. Additionally, many of the tiny coins in this 
series suffered the indignity of being worn for jewelry during a fad in the 
1870's (many American half dimes and similar small issues met with a similar 
fate). 

The federal government eventually called a halt to this second group of 
California Fractionals, which were, technically, an illegal private coinage. 
Early in 1883, jewelers’ stocks were seized, and the private coiners were 
strongarmed into compliance with the law. A numismatic era had come to 
a close. 

There has always been interest in the California Fractional pieces, but 
the first major attempts to organize them by die variety had to wait for this 
century. Three major works have appeared in the last few years (see the 
Bibliography); as the coins in this auction are catalogued according to them, 
they are cited below. 

This auction represents the largest number of California Fractional coins 
to come on the market in some time. Other large sales of the past include 
the Metropolitan New York Convention Sale by Stack’s (Cornell-Union, April 
2-3, 1976) and the New Netherlands 47th Auction (T. James Clarke Sale, 
April 19-20, 1956). This sale represents a great opportunity for the specialist. 


1399. 1853 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Lee 7a, Doering 121, Breen-Gillio 208. One of the rarest 
pieces in this sale. This variety is so elusive that, when he was 
writing the first edition of his book, David Doering could not 
find a specimen to illustrate! Since that time, a few pieces have 
been found, but Breen-Gillio can still account for just three 
specimens, adding that a fourth might conceivably exist. Could 
this be that fourth coin? 


This piece features clean surfaces, with attractive, deep gold and magenta ton- 
ing. Faint clash marks are visible on the obverse. These necessitated the repolishing 
of the die very early on, hence the rarity of this earlier variety.

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1853 Liberty 50 Cent Round. Uncirculated (60/60). Lee 7A, 
Doering 326, Breen-Gillio 428, Rarity 4. This variety features 
an obverse with very fine denticles. Crumbling soon began at the 
rim; the obverse die was therefore reworked, resulting in a new 
variety, Breen-Gillio 429. the average grade for this tends to be 
in the XF-AU range. Despite some light scratches and hairlines, 
this piece is far superior to those ordinarily encountered. 
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1859 Liberty 25 Cent Octagonal. Uncirculated (60/60). Lee 
11A, Doering 32 (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 704, Rarity 
7. All were struck from rusted dies, which can be verified upon 
a close inspection of Liberty’s hair and the lower part of the 
wreath. Again, all have a badly defective 9 in the date, in which 
the bottom half of the numeral is missing. This particular 
specimen was struck with the reverse die rotated from its cor- 
rect position in relation to the obverse. 


A few minor scratches and light friction on the high points should be mentioned, 
but they are not serious enough to disturb the deep color of this coin. 


1871 Liberty 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 35A, Doering 63, Breen-Gillio 714, Rarity 5. 
A better-than-average specimen, with a minimum of hairlines. 
This variety is easily distinguished by the outer berry opposite 
the center of the R on the reverse. There is weakness at the date, 
as usual. 


1872 Washington 25 Cent Octagonal. Uncirculated (60/63). 
Lee 39A, Doering 1A, Breen-Gillio 722, Rarity 4. Light rub- 
bing on the cheek keeps this coin out of a higher category, but 
it is still an unusually nice representative of this popular Type. 
Attractive mottled purple toning sets off the deep gold 
background. The piece is very well struck, and it is generally lack- 
ing in hairlines. A splendid example of the best work of which 
the San Francisco firm of Frontier & Bellemere was capable. 

Close examination reveals the diagnostic faint crack from the left wreath across 
the tops of CAL to the wreath below the R, and thus to the rim. Surely one of 
the most attractive examples of this variety.

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1870-G Liberty 25 Cent Octagonal. About Uncirculated 
(50/50). Lee 33G, Doering 60D, Breen-Gillio 759, Rarity 
5. A most attractive piece from the Gray and Company mint. 
While not quite mint state, this coin boasts Prooflike fields, and 
it actually looks better than the grade indicated. There are a few 
light scratches on the obverse; the reverse is better. The obverse 
arc rim crack mentioned in Breen-Gillio is not yet fully developed, 
indicating that this piece was struck early in the run. 


1870-G. Liberty 25 Cent Octagonal. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
Lee 33E, Doering 60B, Breen-Gillio 761, Rarity 6. One of 
the popular pieces from Robert B. Gray & Company of San Fran- 
cisco. This coin has some planchet crumbling at the upper obverse 
edges, presumably “as made,” and the obverse also carries a few 
light scratches. Much luster remains, however, and the piece is 
well struck. The reverse die was repolished before use for this 
coin: the berries flanking CAL are now stemless, with one of them, 
after CAL, now looking like a comma. 


1871-L Liberty 25 Cent Octagonal. extremely Fine (40/40). 
Not in Lee, Doering 67A, Breen-Gillio 771, Rarity 7. Even 
wear (but no other real problems) distinguishes this represen- 
tative from the scarce and popular 1871-L Quarter Dollar series. 
This coin represents one of only two unholed specimens known! 

Two sets of dies were used to produce the 1871-L coinage. In the first marriage, 
an old Gray reverse die was mated to a new obverse one, with an L for Levison 
Brothers, the retail watch division of California Jewelry Company. In the second 
die combination, represented here, the Levison obverse die used previously was 
heavily repolished and used with another reverse die from the defunct Gray firm. 
This second combination is a good deal rarer than the first. 

This coin was probably weakly struck to begin with; the other survivors also show 
this trait. A goodly amount of Prooflike surface remains in protected areas around 
the devices. 


1874/7874 Liberty 25 Cent Octagonal. About Uncirculated 
(50/50). Lee 44A, Doering 72, Breen-Gillio 776, Rarity 6. 
There is clear evidence of the odd, mispunched date, the 
understandable result of amateur coiners working on very small 
dies. There is little actual wear, but there appears to be a test 
scratch on the reverse at K-l. 

As usual for this variety, the piece is weakly struck, and there is very prominent 
“ghosting” at Liberty’s neck and at the date. Despite these problems, the coin re- 
mains desirable. 


DOERING 8B PLATE COIN 
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1875 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Not in Lee, Doering 8B (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 
782, Rarity 7. A superb, blazing example of this rare coin, and 
one of the finest known of the variety. The excessively mis- 
aligned CAL is diagnostic of the variety, as is the ghosting effect 
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from the Indian’s feather headdress, seen within the left field on 
the reverse. Pleasant, deep gold toning, especially on the reverse. 
A small scratch past the D of DOLLAR should be mentioned 
for accuracy’s sake, and the coin has a few of the hairlines one 
tends to associate with these issues. 


THE DOERING 11 PLATE COIN 


1876 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 49A, Doering 11 (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 785, High 
Rarity 6. The finest known of this variety. There is a small flake 
on the reverse at K-9, but the surfaces are otherwise Prooflike, 
with full frost on the head. 


The C of CAL is double-punched, a characteristic also shared with the reverses 
of Breen-Gillio 780 and 787, all from the same reverse die. This specimen, the 
finest known of a rare variety, should attract a good deal of attention. 


DOERING 11A PLATE COIN 


1876 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Uncirculated (60/60). Lee 
49B, Doering 11a (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 781, Rari- 
ty 7. Attractive russet and magenta toning, with much Prooflike 
luster. There are a few hairlines, as well as an edge ding at K-12, 
but the piece is very attractive overall. 


The small, square knot at the wreath distinguishes this variety from the slightly 
more common B-G 786, with whom it shares an obverse. 


DOERING 5B PLATE COIN 


1873/2 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 43C, Doering 5B (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 
792, Rarity 7 (possibly rarer). When Doering wrote his first edi- 
tion, he could not find a single specimen for illustration. There 
is some mirror luster, and the stars appear to be fairly well struck 
up - at least if the photograph of the Lee coin is any indication. 
The cud at the date is a trifle less prominent than on the Lee 
specimen; this piece must have been struck immediately before 
the Lee coin. As always, there is also a heavy cud at K-3, so 
prominent as to bend the planchet. 


This obverse die produced 1872-dated coins (cf. B-G 791). It was then annealed, 
redated, and rehardened for further use. Such overdated dies, producing verifiable 
coins with two different dates, are extremely rare. 


DOERING 5 PLATE COIN 


1873 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 43A, Doering 5 (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 793, Rarity 
6. This coin was used in the Doering book, as were so many 
others in this auction. It can readily be distinguished from the 
other punctuated date by the fact that the 7 and the 3 of the 
date are now free of the hair. These two 1873’s do share a com- 
mon reverse, however. This coin is a full, blazing Prooflike 
specimen, with only a single, tiny scratch visible to the naked 
eye (from the point of the bust to the rim). There are rose 
highlights on the stars and other high points, contrasting nicely 
with the mirror fields. 


Slight die breaks extend from the Ist and 6th stars, as on all known pieces of 
this variety. Additionally, on this specimen the break continues on to the brow, 
indicating that this was one of the later strikes. This coin may be tied with the 
Lee specimen for the honor of finest known. 
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DOERING 5A PLATE COIN 


1873 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 43B, Doering 5A (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 794, Rari- 
ty 6. One of two 1873's to bear a period after the date. A rose 
and deep gold specimen, and the finest known, with fewer than 
normal hairlines in the fields. There is a slight planchet warping 
(as expected when small, thin coins are being struck by amateurs!). 
In any case, if photographic evidence means anything, the warp- 
ing on this coin is somewhat less evident than on the Lee piece. 


The Lee coin is described as Prooflike but has a hint of rub on the Indian’s cheek. 
The present coin has no rub on the cheek or anywhere else. 


1874 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Lee 45B, Doering 7, Breen-Gillio 795, Rarity 5. The 1875 
variety with a weak 7th star. The coin has faint hairlines, but 
plenty of Prooflike luster in the fields. The planchet is slightly 
wavy, common on coins of this series. 


1874 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Rarity 5. Much Prooflike luster in the fields, with weakly 
struck centers (as usual for this variety). In general, the left side 
of the coin is more weakly struck than the right, especially at 
the stars. The small and weak 7th star was punched into the die 
that way, and it is diagnostic for this variety. This particular reverse 
die was also used for issues dated 1873 and for some 1875's. 


DOERING 10 PLATE COIN 


1875 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 47B, Doering 10 (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 796, Rari- 
ty 6. Superb, Prooflike fields and frosty devices typify this piece, 
yet another of the coins whose rarity and quality led to their use 
in Doering’s book for illustrations. A few trivial hairlines on the 
reverse should be mentioned for the sake of accuracy, but they 
do not detract from the overall beauty of the piece. 


On this particular variety, the stars are unfinished, and the date, rather than be- 
ing punched in, was engraved on the die by hand. This fact accounts for the crudi- 
ty of the date. 

These coins are generally weakly struck. This one is quite sharp and has been 
described as “finest known.” 


1875 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Very Fine (35/30). Lee 47A, 
Doering 9, Breen-Gillio 797, Rarity 5, State I. Wavy plan- 
chet and an indistinct reverse -- in this case, because the die had 
been heavily lapped to remove clash marks. There is a light cud 
at the Sth star of the obverse; this is diagnostic of the early die 
state of this variety. The cud would later be joined by a second 
rim break at the 7th star. 


This piece has dark, uneven toning, and there are fairly heavy scatches on the 
reverse at K-12. Despite the problems enumerated, the elusiveness of the coin is 
likely to attract attention to it. 


DOERING 12C PLATE COIN 


1876 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 50D, Doering 12C (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 799, 
Rarity 5, State I. Another coin illustrated in the Doering book. 
The photograph there does not do it justice; although weakly 
struck (as are all members of this variety), the reverse is much 
sharper than the photograph indicates. But the coin would have 
been difficult to capture on film, due to its mirrored, Prooflike 
fields. They form a dramatic contrast to the frosted effect of the 
head and wreath. In fact, this coin may be the finest known ex- 
ample of the variety. 

As occasionally happened, the reverse of this coin is rotated out of alignment 
to the obverse. Considering the homemade nature of many of the early coining 
presses, a misalignment or two is to be expected, and it adds to the charm of this 
coin, 
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DOERING 12B PLATE COIN 


1876 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 50C, Doering 12B (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 
799A, Rarity 7. The weakness at the obverse rim at K-9 looks 
like a die break in the photograph. It is actually a “ghost” or 
reverse image of the cud on the reverse. This break developed 
very quickly, which led to the discarding of the die and the rarity 
of this coin. 

Under magnification, horizontal striations can be seen on the obverse; these are 


normal for this variety. The obverse die was later muled with a number of other 
reverses, to produce Breen-Gillio 799B, 799C, and 799D. 


DOERING 12F PLATE COIN 


1878/6 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 50A, Doering 12F (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 
799G. Another important coin from the Doering book. This piece 
has some planchet warping, as originally made, but its surfaces 
are virtually hairline-free. If not the finest known specimen of 
this variety, it must surely be tied for that honor. 

On the reverse, ghosting from the stars in the obverse die is clearly seen. As 
observed elsewhere, this is what could happen when a thin planchet was used in 
combination with a fairly deeply-punched die. The dies themselves are rotated out 
of normal alignment on this specimen. 

Breen-Gillio list this coin as an overdate, 1878/6, adding that the pellet in the 
top loop of the 6 was put there to create a new date. The pellet treatment presumably 
shortened the life of the die so retooled, but a cud connecting the 6 to the rim 
indicates that this particular die would have soon shattered in any case. This die 
variety is known in a dozen strikes or so. 


1880/70 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated 
(65/65). Lee 51C, Doering 14A, Breen-Gillio 7991, Rarity 
7. A late state of the obverse die, with a prominent break 
running from the rim through the 8th and 9th stars, then back 
to the rim. There is a slight warping of the planchet, which is 
common on these diminutive coins, but the piece also boasts 
mirror-like fields, with full frosting on the devices. 


The obverse started out as Breen-Gillio 799H; it was then repolished, which helps 
explain the Prooflike fields, as well as the defective first 8 in the date. The reverse 
had originally seen service for an issue dated 1876: The position of the berry at 
the middle of the R is diagnostic; the reverse die also shows evidence of repolishing. 


DOERING 14A PLATE COIN 


1880/70 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 51C, Doering 14A (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 
7991, Rarity 7. Based on photographic evidence, the present 
coin represents an opportunity to acquire the finest known 
specimen of this very rare Type. Slight planchet waviness is men- 
tioned for the sake of accuracy, but this coin merits the close 
attention of the specialist. 

The obverse used for this coin was drastically repolished, having begun life as 
B-G 799H. Cracks had begun to develop, meriting the repolishing attempt. It was 
not successful, serving merely to obliterate part of the first 8, which now looks 
like a 3. 


1880 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 51A, Doering 13, Breen-Gillio 799J, Rarity 5. A lovely 
example of this scarce issue, with Prooflike fields and frosted 
devices. It is very sharply struck, more so than the coin plated 
in Doering. This piece must be near the top of the condition 
census.

DOERING 13B PLATE COIN 


1880 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Not in Lee, Doering 13B (PLATE COIN), Breen- 
Gillio 799K, Rarity 7. The fully Prooflike surfaces are begin- 
ning to tone orange, especially on the obverse. Only minor 
hairlines; this piece is superior to the coin plated in Breen-Gillio, 
which has noticeable rubbing on the cheek. This piece is struck 
on a slight wavy planchet, which is common for this variety. One 
of the finest known of the variety. 


DOERING 13 A PLATE COIN 


1880 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 511, Doering 13A (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 
799L, Rarity 7. Light rubbing on the highest points, but with 
a good deal of Prooflike luster; in fact, Doering’s photograph 
does not do this piece full justice. A trivial hairline in the field 
in front of the Indian’s face. One of the finest known represen- 
tatives of the variety. 


DOERING 16A PLATE COIN 


1881 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 53B, Doering 16A (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 799N, 
Rarity 7. As with the same variety illustrated in Lee, this coin 
boasts Prooflike surfaces, with no rubbing on the highest, frosted 
details. But the photographic evidence indicates that the present 
coin is struck on a flatter planchet than the Lee specimen (the 
piece reproduced in Breen-Gillio), which gives this coin a 
legitimate claim to “finest known” status. This is one of the 
outstanding pieces in the present auction; spirited bidding is 
anticipated. 


DOERING 6 PLATE COIN 


1874 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Lee 45A, Doering 6 (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 799Q, 
Rarity 7. Slight planchet warping, but fully Prooflike, with only 
a few hairlines on the reverse This is the finest known example 
of this coin. The reverse die is rotated, as sometimes happens 
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1428.

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with these tiny coins. The 7th and 8th stars are joined to the 
rim by two small cuds, which are beginning to merge into one 
large one. Taken farther, the cud would render the die useless: 
this must have occurred early on. 


DOERING 3A PLATE COIN 


YUE. 


1868 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 28B, Doering 3A (PLATE COIN). Breen-Gillio 
799T, Rarity 6. A most pleasing example of this issue, with some 
evidence of Prooflike surfaces in the fields, although this piece 
was probably struck late in the run, when the die polish which 
produces such surfaces was beginning to wear off. This coin has 
fewer hairlines than we usually associate with these issues; this 
fact, along with its rarity, and its importance as a Doering plate 
coin are likely to attract strong bidding. 


1880 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Not in Lee, Doering 15A, Breen-Gillio 799X, Rarity 7, State 
I. The Aztec Head, on a Prooflike coin. There are five Aztec 
Heads in the Quarter Dollar series, from three separate dies. The 
present piece is from one of the scarcer varieties. 


This coin is well struck for the variety, and it has the beginnings of orange ton- 
ing. It is unquestionably better than the piece illustrated in B-G, with legitimate 
claims to finest known status. 

The incomplete bow at the bottom of the reverse evidently bothered the coiner, 
He crudely recut the bow, creating the somewhat more common 799X, state II. 


1880 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
Lee 51E, Doering 15B, Breen-Gillio 799Y, Rarity 6. Another 
of the popular Aztec Head coins, so called because of the fierce 
looking portrait. Light, even wear, and a deep yellow toning. No 
significant scratches, but a reverse cud at K-5 (diagnostic of this 
variety) has pulled metal toward it, leading to what looks like 
a rim dent on the other side. 


DOERING 18-1/2 PLATE COIN 


1881 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Not in Lee, Doering 18-1/2, Breen-Gillio 799AA, 
Rarity 8. A trivial scratch to the last star, and faint rub on the 
Indian’s neck; otherwise, there are no defects worth mentioning 
on this excessively rare late date Quarter. The piece is weakly 
struck, as usual, but it is still most attractive. Lee was unaware 
of the existence of this variety, and Doering was unable to locate 
a specimen for inclusion in his first edition.

DOERING 17 PLATE COIN 


1881 Indian 25 Cent Octagonal. Gem Uncirculated (63/63). 
Lee 53D, Doering 17, Breen-Gillio 799BB, Rarity 7. On 
California Fractionals, ghosting is a very common phenomenon. 
This originates with the combination of very thin planchets and 
fairly deep dies: metal will flow into the crevices of the design 
on one side, leaving ghost impressions on the other. 


Clashed dies are something else again, although their result can be mistaken 
for ghosting by those not familiar with the California Fractional series. In the case 
of a clash, the upper and lower dies have come into contact with each other, because 
someone has forgotten to lay a planchet on the lower die. The dies take reverse 
impressions of each other, and they will transfer these added clash marks to subse- 
quent coins. This is what happened to the coin under examination here. 

On this coin, nearly the last in the fractional series, the clashes are less evident 
than they are on the Lee plate coin ~ indicating that the present specimen was 
struck after the Lee piece. So rare that Doering could not find a specimen for il- 
lustration when preparing the first edition of his book. This is the plate coin for 
Doering’s second edition, judged to be the finest piece known. 


1859 Liberty 25 Cent Round. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Lee 16A, Doering 135, Breen-Gillio 801, Rarity 5. This varie- 
ty is best known for the odd position of the fraction on the reverse: 
it is placed much too high, so that the top leaves substitute for 
a fraction bar. This piece is flatly struck, which is usual: traces 
of rubbing on the hair and on the bow of the wreath keep it out 
of the mint state category. 


This piece lacks the ribbon bow, perhaps the result of a filled die. Since it does 
not appear to have been described or illustrated previously, it should attract spirited 
bidding! 


1867 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Lee 25A, Doering 146, Breen-Gillio 805, Rarity 5. The 
obverse die for this coin was also employed for a number of other 
pieces dated in the late 1860's and early 1870's. This coin has 
faint discoloration at its centers, but full mint luster on both sides. 
It represents a fairly strong strike, although there is the usual 
planchet (or die?) roughness we associate with this group of Liber- 
ty heads. 


1868 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Uncirculated (60/63). Lee 
27A, Doering 148, Breen-Gillio 806, Rarity 5. State I. The 
obverse die used for this coin produced pieces dated 1866, 1867, 
1868, 1870 and 1871. By the time of the 1868 issues, it had 
rusted slightly; it was then extensively repolished for later issues. 


This coin is one of the finer examples of the variety, with no visible friction, few 
if any scratches, and lustrous surfaces. Attractive rose and old gold toning add to 
the charm of the piece. 


1870/60 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 30A, Doering 150, Breen-Gillio 808, Rarity 
4. Although Breen-Gillio do not list it as such, this coin is an 
overdate, 1870/60. The rough patch surrounding most of the 7 
represents attempts to retool the metal on the die, to which a 
7 has been added. The obverse die has been reworked as well, 
and polished to remove rust. This coin is one of the nicest of 
the variety, featuring rosy undertones to the luster. Worth a 
premium bid.

THE UNIQUE DOERING 167 PLATE COIN 


Type of 1866-1871 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Gem Uncir- 
culated (65/?). Type of Lee 33A, Breen-Gillio 809; Doering 
167 (PLATE COIN). This obverse appears on coins dated 1866, 
1867, 1868, 1870, and 1871, always distinguishable by the defec- 
tive, three-pointed star beneath the head. In the case of this coin, 
we have a brockage, a major mint error. This one is unique, and 
the only brockage reported from the California Fractional 
series. 


1871 Liberty 25 Cent Round. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Lee 34A, Doering 155, Breen-Gillio 813, Rarity 5, State 
II. Lovely orange, rose, and gold toning. This coin has the barest 
suggestion of friction on the head and the highest points of the 
wreath. What appears to be a planchet flake is nearly obscured 
in the hair. An altogether excellent example of a fairly rare frac- 
tional variety. The second state is several times rarer than the first. 


1873 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Extremely Fine (45/45). Lee 
42A, Doering 163, Breen-Gillio 817, Rarity 4, State I. Weak- 
ly struck centers as usual. The centers of this piece also seem 
to have been abraded at some time, and they are also orange, 
while the peripheries are golden (there may have been an attempt 
to turn this piece into jewelry, as happened to so many other 
California Fractionals during a craze in the 1870’s). Still, there 
is absolutely no evidence of solder, and the obverse design is 
clearly visible, as is most of that of the reverse. Full mint luster 
is present other than in those areas indicated, and the coin is 
still a worthy representative of the San Francisco firm of Fron- 
tier & Bellemere. 
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1872 Washington 25 Cent Round. Gem Uncirculated 
(65/65). Lee 39A, Doering 101, Breen-Gillio 818, Rarity 
5. A very pleasing example of this popular Type, with full luster 
and rose and sea-green highlights. An honest 65 coin, without 
the hairlines generally found. The only round Quarter Dollar 
minted with the Washington Head obverse. Some have Prooflike 
surfaces; while this one does not, the delicate green and rose 
tones have a charm all their own. The frosty surfaces also in- 
dicate that this coin was struck fairly late in the run, after the 
Prooflike sheen had been worn off the dies. 


The Washington Head Quarter was likely issued for the Peace Jubilee Exposi- 
tion. If so, this would place the coin in the commemorative category -- issued some 
twenty-one years before the first “official” Quarter Dollar commemorative!

1860/50 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Uncirculated (60/60) Lee 
17A, Doering 136, Breen-Gillio 819, Rarity 5. A nice ex- 
ample of this “shattered obverse” die, first used back in 1856 
(cf. Breen-Gillio 230). By now, the die was beginning to separate 
in several directions, and only a few more impressions could have 
been expected from it. 


This is one of the better specimens known of this variety. It has a few minor 
scuffs, permissible in a 60 coin, but no evidence of wear. Traces of the 5 in the 
date are clearly visible with a good glass. 


1863 Liberty 25 Cent Round. Extremely Fine (40/40). Lee 
18A, Doering 137, Breen-Gillio 820, Rarity 6. Some scuffs 
are visible on the obverse, as well as some scratches on the reverse 
below the shield and at the bottom of the wreath. A good deal 
of luster remains, however, and the coin is rare in any condition. 
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1865 Liberty 25 Cent Round. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Lee 22A, Doering 143, Breen-Gillio 822, Rarity 5. The 
obverse die for this piece had been used for 1863- and 1864-dated 
issues as well. It had rusted and had been repolished several times, 
which accounts for the poor state of the portrait. 


The present coin has been lightly worn, a fact which is visible at the lower part 
of the wreath, but it is well struck for this issue, and is beginning to tone at the 
peripheries. This piece represents a late state in the dies: a crack runs from the 
R through the wreath to the rim, and a similar break from the rim to the D would 
soon destroy the die. 


1869-G Liberty 25 Cent Round. Extremely Fine (45/45). Lee 
29A, Doering 149, Breen-Gillio 828, Rarity 5. Even wear, 
a few minor reverse scratches. The coin has Prooflike luster in 
the obverse and reverse fields, lending it an attractive quality. 


This obverse, distinguished by Liberty's bulging eye, was muled with four reverse 
dies to produce 1869-dated coins. Between uses, the die was progressively 
repolished, with the result that more and more details of Liberty and the stars disap- 
peared. B-G 828 appears to represent the third stage of the process: By now, Liber- 
ty’s mouth is very defective, and the stars are being reduced to blobs. 


1870-G Liberty 25 Cent Round. Extremely Fine (40/40). Lee 
32A, Doering 152, Breen-Gillio 835, Rarity 4, State I. Some 
obverse discoloration, but the reverse is quite attractive. In the 
California Fractional series, two quarter dollar varieties were pro- 
duced by Gray & Company featuring a peculiar straight border 
above the 6th and 7th stars; this coin is from the more common 
variety of the two. As always with this variety, there are promi- 
nent reverse die cracks at K-1, K-5, and K-10. In time, the first 
crack would grow, extending through the 4, the 0, and the C, 
(diagnostic of B-G 835, state II). 


1871-G Liberty 25 Cent Round. Very Fine (25/25). Lee 35A, 
Doering 156, Breen-Gillio 839, Rarity 4. Well-worn, but with 
no major problems other than a slight weakness at the fraction. 
This variety has a badly shattered reverse, with four major die 
breaks. 
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1871-L Liberty 25 Cent Round. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Lee 37A, Doering 160, Breen-Gillio 841, Rarity 5. Slight 
planchet roughness on the reverse, but a pretty coin, with some 
Prooflike luster and a very bright appearance. Somewhat weakly 
struck at the centers, which seems to be typical of this variety. 


The L on the obverse stands for Levison Brothers, the retail watch division of 
the California Jewelry Company of San Francisco. This organization bought out 
Robert B. Gray Company in 1871. The coins the new mint struck utilized some 
of Gray's old reverses ~ for example, this reverse may also be seen on B-G 840, 
also from 1871. The new mint continued to strike coins later in the 1870's but 
without the identifying L mint mark. 


1874 Liberty 25 Cent Round. About Uncirculated (50/50). 
Lee 44A, Doering 164, Breen-Gillio 845, Rarity 7. Obvious 
ghosting on the obverse, from the high relief of the reverse wreath. 
The obverse is also rather flatly struck, which seems to be a 
general characteristic of the variety. The reverse is much stronger, 
featuring satiny, clean surfaces. The lack of berries and the double- 
cut R are diagnostic of the die. 


Since no die breaks appear, one might assume that someone saw the ghosting 
problem early on, and took the offending reverse die out of service. On the other 
hand, the die did see further use for issues dated 1875 -— with identical results. 


1871-H Liberty 25 Cent Round. About Uncirculated (50/50). 
Lee 36] (unlisted in his book), Doering 158A, Breen-Gillio 
861, Rarity 6. Light hairlines, especially in the obverse field. 
This piece was the product of Hershfield & 
Mitchell of Leavenworth, Kansas; hence the H mint mark. The 
firm accounted for nine varieties of California Fractionals, none 
of which seems to be more common than a Rarity 5 (46-60 
specimens). 

Hershfield & Mitchell was a large jewelry firm, and it issued these coins in 1871 
as “trinkets” or “charms”, in hopes of evading the federal laws against private coins. 


Federal agents arrested the partners anyway, and the coinage was abruptly halted, 
accounting for the rarity of the series. 


1872/1 Indian 25 Cent Round. Uncirculated (60/60). Lee 
40C, Doering 104B, Breen-Gillio 869, Rarity 5. Prooflike 
surfaces distinguish this coin; die breaks distinguish the variety. 
The obverse features a cud running from the rim through the 
final digit of the date. On the reverse, one runs through the wreath 
from K-6 to K-9, while a second runs top-to-bottom from the 
fraction through the right part of the first L of DOLLAR, through 
the A of CAL, and on to the bow of the wreath. 


The reverse die which struck this coin had been re-annealed, re-engraved, and 
rehardened. The reworking seems to have been intended to give the die a different 
appearance from similar dies used by other coiners. All this labor went for nothng, 
as cracks quickly developed and the die had to be jettisoned after only a few dozen 
impressions. 


1876 Indian 25 Cent Round. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Lee 51C, Doering 110B, Breen-Gillio 881, Rarity 7. This 
variety, identifiable by the tail of the R which joins the leaf in 
the wreath, comes up for auction rather infrequently. The pres- 
ent coin is lustrous and Prooflike, with full frosting on the devices. 
The slightly wavy planchet bears mention, as it may have con- 
tributed to a weakness of the 4 of the fraction and the LA of 
DOLLAR; weakness in these areas keeps the coin from a full 
65 category. Nevertheless, the present piece is one of the better 
survivors from this scarce mintage. 


1870-G Liberty 50 Cent Octagonal. Very Fine (40/20). Lee 
21A, Doering 238, Breen-Gillio 922, Rarity 5. One of the 
Gray & Company half dollars. The obverse is fairly clean, with 
only one major scratch worth mentioning (in the coronet). The 
reverse has what appears to be a solder stain, plus attendant 
scratching in the center of that side: an attempt was made to 
mount the coin for wear as jewelry. Most of the reverse letters 
are distinct, however, and there is only moderate wear. 
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1875 Indian 50 Cent Octagonal. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Lee 34C, Doering 206, Breen-Gillio 948, High rarity 6. Faint 
wear on the highest points, but the fields are proof-like, with 
hairlines as usual. There are light reverse die breaks typical of 
this variety. A break connects Liberty’s neck to the 1 of the date, 
and there is a second break at the point of the neck, in effect 
giving it two points. A die gouge penetrates the field from the 
12th star. 


These obverse and reverse die defects led to the shattering of the dies in short 
order. The brevity of the coinage run would help explain the Prooflike characteristics 
of the fields: the dies simply did not have time to lose their polish. The present 
coin is beginning to tone nicely, especially on the reverse. 


1871-G Liberty 50 Cent Round Uncirculated (60/60). Lee 
40C, Doering 365B (PLATE COIN), Breen-Gillio 1027, Rari- 
ty 4. Doering illustrated this coin in his book, adding that it was 
unique. This is a trifle misleading, as according to Breen-Gillio, 
the actual figure for the die variety is in the neighborhood of 
100-150 specimens. All the same, this off-center piece is unique 
as an error - the only California Fractional coin known to be 
so struck. 


It has the typical Prooflike surfaces we associate with a limited mintage. Both 
dies were repolished before striking, accounting for the weakness of detail. A cou- 
ple of scratches on the reverse, as well as one above the date on the obverse, will 
keep the piece out of the Gem category. Still, an interesting coin, for which the 
bidding should be active. 


1876 Indian 50 Cent Round. Extremely Fine (40/40). Lee 
55B, Doering 313A, Breen-Gillio 1064. The “large date”’ 
variety. Rarity 7 (seven to nine specimens). This Type is much 
rarer than the small date Half Dollar of the same year. 


The present coin has some claims to a slightly higher grade. It has a few minor 
digs on the obverse, most notably at the 13th star, as well as an edge nick on the 
reverse at about 1:00, but there is little rubbing on the high points, which have 
toned to a coppery color over the years. Clear evidence of “ghosting” is visible 
on the reverse, with the stars incused around the wreath. 


1860 Liberty One Dollar Octagonal. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Lee 13A, Doering 424, Breen-Gillio 1102, Rarity 
5. Attractive surfaces, with some old toning at the peripheries. 
There is an obverse crack from the rim between the lst and 2nd 
stars through Liberty's head and on to the opposite rim, between 
the 7th and 8th stars. This break is not illustrated in Breen-Gillio, 
nor is it illustrated in Doering or Lee. In fact, Breen-Gillio state 
that “no specimen examined to date shows the bisecting obverse 
crack claimed in Cornell-Union:110” (p. 140). 


What we have here must have been one of the last pieces struck, if not the last. 


1871 Liberty Dollar Octagonal. Fine (25/12). Lee 18A, 
Doering 430, Breen-Gillio 1104, Rarity 6. Another piece 
which had been soldered and mounted, this Dollar has obverse 
scratches at the face, and heavier reverse ones within the wreath. 
Expert restoration could help here, and the piece might be worth 
it. 

The obverse die had previously been used to produce 1860-dated dollars by Fron- 
tier & Deviercy, San Francisco. 


1458. 1870-G Liberty One Dollar Octagonal. Very Fine (30/30). 
Not in Lee, Doering 429A, Breen-Gillio 1108, High Rarity 
7. Light, even wear, and somewhat of a weak strike. Three shallow 
scrapes are visible in front of the face. The coin enjoys some russet 
toning around the devices and letters, and there is still a hint 
of Prooflike luster in the fields. 


The present coin may be among the most important items in this offering. It 
is excessively rare: Doering lists exactly two known, both featuring a badly buckled 
reverse die. This coin came from an earlier state of the die, as the reverse is perfect; 
Breen-Gillio list this state as “untraced.” 

The G mint mark stands for Robert B. Gray & Co. of San Francisco. This firm 
got into the coining business around 1860, remaining active until 1871. 


THE FINEST KNOWN BREEN-GILLIO 1108 


1459. 1870-G Liberty One Dollar Octagonal. About Uncirculated 
(50/50). Another Breen-Gillio 1108! It is significant to have one 
Breen-Gillio 1108 in a sale of fractional gold; two is extraordinary. 
This second offering shows the buckling commonly associated 
with the reverse. A lustrous coin, with some claims to Prooflike 
surfaces. This and the other 1108 offered in this sale represent 
approximately half of all known specimens of this variety! 


POSSIBLY UNIQUE DOERING 219C IN LEAD 


1460. 1854 Liberty 50 Cent Octagonal. Very Fine (30/30). TRIAL 
STRIKE IN LEAD. Not in Lee; see Doering 219C, Breen- 
Gillio 1311, Rarity 8. This is a most mysterious piece. In lead, 
Doering lists a single strike, adding that unique trials in white 
metal and brass are also known. Breen-Gillio qualify Doering’s 
figures by adding “supposedly” to “unique”, then going on to 
hint at a second striking in lead, whose owner, Lee, had mistaken 
for a B-G 1305! Whether unique or one of two, this coin is wor- 
thy of the closest attention.
